2. The case of the workmen is that after nationalisation 
with effect from 1-5-73 the management of Coal Mines Autho¬ 
rity Ltd. (now Eastern Coalfi,elds I td.) re-organiscd the ad¬ 
ministrative control of the different establishments of the 
erstwhile management and new establishments were created. 
Accordingly the Area General Manager’s olfi.c was also 
created and all the Area Stores were brought under the con¬ 
trol and administration of he General Managers of each area, 
Tt is further stated that the Neamatpur Area Store v litre the 
workmen concerned are working also came under the control 
of the Area General Manager, Dishcr'_’arh i_rca and his office 
was located at Dishergarh Building and thereafter it was 
shifted to Barachak House from 13-8-73, but due to shortace 
of office accommodation the Neamatpur Nrea S»orc was 
housed at Neamatour old building but it was separated from 
Neamatpur Central administration, 

3, It is then submitted that a> the krea Slor.'s tire rot mine 
or office of the mine under the Mines Act hence the staliUorv 
working hours as per Mines Act is not applicable for such 
offices. According to the workmen the manaizeinent fixed 39 
working hours in a week for the workmen in Genenl ISfaun- 
ger’s office of the aica but the office hour of Neamatpur ^rca 
Store was kept at 48 hours. It is submitted that the Ncamrfnur 
Area Store is part and parcel of the General Manager’s olfice. 
Barachuk House and so it should have been the saem woiking

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hours of 39 hours instead of 48 hours and the workmen con* 
cerned should get overtime wages Irom 1-5-73 for extra hours 
of work, 

4. The case of the management, however, is \hdl the present 
union has got no locus-standi to raise the dispute as they 
have got no following much less any existence in the Ncamat- 
pur Area Store and further the working hours of ihc Neamat- 
pur Area Stole is totally different from the oflice of the General 
Manager Further it is stated that even in the office of the 
General Managers the workers like operators, security guards, 
peons, drivers etc. arc required to work for 48 horn's and it 
18 only the office staff, who work for 39 hoiirj a week in accor¬ 
dance with the practice which was prevailing in the headquar¬ 
ter establishment of the erstwhile Equitable Coal Co., and 
Bengal Coal Co. It is also stated that in Neamatpur Area 
Store the working hours was 48 hours a week even before 
nationalisation and the same working hours is being followed 
even now. Further It is stated that the Neamatpur Area store 
is 6 Km. away from the General Manager's office at Barachuk 
House and that the Area Store is not a part of the ohico of 
the General Manager. Further the area store has to supply 
materials to the mines and so its working hours have been 
fixed at 48 hours a week which is prevalent in the mines. It 
is contended that the concerned workmen have got no case 
and they arc not entitled to any relief. 

5. The point for consideration is as to whether the demand 
of the workmen of Neamatpur Area Store that they should 
have working hours on par with those in the General Mana¬ 
ger’s office is justified. If so, to what relief they arc entitled. 

6. On behalf of the workmen se^'eral documents have been 
filed to show that the Neamatpur Store is a part of General 
Manager’s office. This is evident from Ext, W-1 which is a 
letter wTitten bv the District Controller of Stores to the Asstt. 
Chief Personnel Officer. There are other letters to show that 
the union demanded that the working hours of the Neamatpur 
Store should be at par with the office hours of the General 
Manager’s office. From the evidence of MW-l Sri A.K. 
Mahato, Dy. Manerial Manager who was also posted nt 
Neamatpur Store, it will appear that nrior to take over the 
working hours of Neamatpur Area Store was 48 hours a 
week w^hile that of the Dishergarh Area Office it was onlv 
39 hours and that pricfr to take over Neamatpur Store was 
a (Sepnrte estblishment and it is stall n separate establish¬ 
ment from General Manag^er's office and that it has got a 
seperate Form ‘B’ register. The Neama*^pur store has also got 
seperate C.MP.F. number than that of the General Mana¬ 
ger’s office. Tic has also stated that prior to fake over there 
were only two stores viz, Neamatpur and Sodepur and both 
of (hem liavc got the same w'Orklng hours. It is further, 
stated by him that Neamatpur store was under Equitable Coal 
f\). and most of its employees arc taken over employees and 
they carried some existing facilities such ns supply of K. Od, 
festival holidays etc. and thes^e facilities arc ntlll being given 
to them and therefore thev cannot claim less duty hours. It 
is not denied on behalf of the workmen that only the office 
staff of the General Managei's office have got 39 hours as 
working hojirs m a week but oihcr stall there also have got 
48 hours duty. B is also not denied on behalf of the workmen 
thou eh they have examined WW-1 that the Area Store has to 
supply maieiials to the mines and hence their working hours 
have been fixed accordingly. It is a matter of common ex¬ 
perience that in other industries also the office hours of the 
headqiiarler staff is less than the other staff and there is 
no rea on as to whv the office hours of the Neamatpur Area 
.store should be reduced and made at par with the General 
Maiiagf-r’s office at Dishergarh. If the office hours are deduced 
then the management would feel great difficulty in making 
orders for supplying materials to different mmes which may 
be requited off and on. Funher even it be coneceded that the 
Neamatpur area store is a part of the office of die G^^nerdl 
Manager still this facility cannot be made available to them 
Even in the General Manager's oflice other staff os mcnlioncd 
earlier ha\e got 48 ham’s duty. It is aEo not disputed that 
all the office mcluding mines are under the control and ad¬ 
ministration of the General Manager. The General Manager is 
head of all thut that alone will not entitle even the mine 
workers to have less working hours. The staff of the Area 
Store are still enjoying certain benefits which they were get¬ 
ting prior to nationalisation and hence there is no question of 
reducing their duty hours. Further if thfr Area Store would 
have been a purl and parcel of the General Manager’s office 
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totally, then there was no question of have a separate Form B 
register or separate CM.P.F. number for Area Store only, 
From the evidence as it appears the Area Store is altogether 
a separate establishment although ultimately it is under the 
control of the General Manager as the other offices are. 

7. The management, however, has taken the plea that the 
present union has got no locus-standi to raise the dispute as 
It has got no following in the area. But this contention is not 
tenable. MW-1 who is the only witness examined on behalf of 
the manu^ment has not stated a word about the locus-standi 
of the union. The union has filed membership register to show 
that it has got members in the area store. Further Ext.W-10 
is a letter written by the employees of the Area Store 
to the General Manager putting their demand 
and a copy of it was sent to the Joint Secretary, Coal 
Mines Employees Union, Dlshergarh with a request to take 
up the case with A.L.C On the basis of it the union took 
up the matter and wrote a letter dated 14-12-77 (Ext. V-ll) 
to the Gcnral Manager raising the dispute anJ this dispute 
was raised by the union before the A.L.C. also vide Ext. 
W-11. The workmen, therefore, authorised the union to raise 
the present dispute and so it cannot be said that the union 
has got not locus standi to raise the dispute Ext. W-28 is 
a minutes of discussion In the Annual Gen/cral Meeting of the 
union by which the Executive Committee authorised certain 
office bearers to raise Industrial dispute before any authority 
under the Industrial Disputes Act as it was found that it 
would not be possible for the office bearer to obtain san¬ 
ction every time from the Committee for taking up any dis¬ 
pute (Ext. W-29), Ext, W-30 is another minutes of the mec 
ting of the Fjtecutivc Committee date1 18-3-79 which shows 
that this dispute was taken up by the union. These facts 
have also been supported by WW-2 which is one of the mem¬ 
ber® of the union. 

8. Thus the union has got locus-standi and the Reference 
cannot bo said to be bad on that score. 

9. Considering the cntiie evidence on record and facte 
and circumstances of the case, I hold that the demand of 
the workmen that they should have working hours on par 
with those in the General Manager’s office is not justified and 
accordingly fhey are not entitled to any relief.

AWARD 

By Order No. L-20012(23)/82-D.lII(A) dated the 12th May 
1982, the Central Govcimmcnt in the Ministry of Labour has, 
in exercise of the powers conferred by clause (d) of sub¬ 
section (1) of section JO of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947, 
referred the following dispute to this Tribunal for adjdication: 

“Whether the demfand of the workmen of Kharkharec 
Colliery of Messrs Bharat Coking Coal Limited, Pots 
Office Kharkharee, District Dhanbad for resumption 
of doty by Shri Karali Prasad Mitra under the mana¬ 
gement is Justified ? If so, to what relief is the said 
workmen entitled?” 

2. The caiC of the concerned workmen, Karali Prasad 
Mitt a, is that in the year 1966 he was appointed as a MunsJii 
in Kharkharec colliery against permanent vacancy by it.s erst¬ 
while private owner, M/s. Bharat Mining Corporation (herein¬ 
after referred to as the erstwhile owner), and from the date 
of his joining till June, 1968 he had worked continuously with 
unblemished record of service. Unfortunately, during the course 
of employment he suffered from tuberculosis whereupon the 
management of the erstwhile owner referred him to Katras 
Regional Hospital for treatment by letter No. O.P.D. No. 
(TB)/155 dated 11-7-1968 where nc responded to the treat¬ 
ment and .started recovering from illness gradually and seeing 
his gradual improvement the Doctor of the Regional Hospital 
advised him on 4-8-69 to report for duty with a further advice, 
to continue the nN^dicine prescribed by the Doctor. Accor¬ 
dingly, he reported for duty but he was not allowed to resume 
his duty by the management of the erstwhile owner probably 
due to his^ poor health condition and jn*?tead of allowing him 
to resume bis duty the managtiment advised him to cantinue 
hiii treatment in the Regional Hnspilal till his full recov'^ery 
and as per advice of the management he remained under the 
treatment of the Regional Hospital upto 2-7-197? whereafter 
he was discharged from the Hospital with a recommendation 
for being given light Job. In pursuance of the Doctor’s advice 
he reported for duty but he was not allowed to resume his 
duty by the management of the erstwhile owner on the ground 
of alleged non-availability of light job. He was, however given, 
assurance that as soon as fhere will be vacancy for light job 
he will be allowed to resume his duty with full back wages, 
and, on the said assurance, he waited patiently, but, in the mcna- 
tinv, the management of Kharkharcc colliery was taken over 
by the Central Government with olTcct frqm 1740-197J along 
with other coking coal mines and it was nationalised with 
effect from 1-5-1972 whereafter the Kharkharce colliery along 
with other collieries vested in M/s. Bhar.it Coking 

Coal Ltd. After the management of Kharkhaicc 
colliery was taken over by the Central Govern¬ 

ment with effect from 17-10-1971, he reported for duty, but, 
instead of allowing him to resume his duty, he was directed to 
get his case reviewed In the Regional Hospital and to obtain 
fresh discharge certificate, and, in pursuance thereof, he again 
reported to the Regional Hospital for review of his ease 
but the H()spital authority refused to render him any medical 
assistance as it. was a ''stop treatment case” and he was 
advis,';d hy the Hospital authority to produce fresh letter 
from the then changed management of the Central Gov^^rn- 
ment.. He, thereupon, approached the then changed manage¬ 
ment of the Central Go\crnment for issuance of fresh letter 
and that was issued on 19-11-71, and from 19-11-71 his 
Ireatinenl again continued in the Regional Hospital and he 
was declared completely fit to resume his original duty in 
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the year 1974, whereupon he reported for duly before the 
present management of Kharkharee colliery which had by 
then vested with effect from 1-5-1972 in M/s. Bharaf Coking 
Coal Ltd., with medical certificate in which the Doctor had 
recommended him for light job which the management was 
morally bound to provide, but he was not allowed to resuipe 
his duty without assigning any reason though in the event of 
denial of light job he was/is ready to accept the original job 
and at that time he was simply orally informed that he was 
not allowed to resume his duty as his name did not appear 
on the roll of the erstwhile owner. He, therefore, represented 
to the present management against the illegal and arbitrary 
denial of his employment and the present management, after 
going through his representation, advised him to wait as 
the matter had been referred to the Headquarters for d.eci- 
sion, and, accordingly, he waited patiently, but, unfortunately, 
after keeping him idle for a long time, the present manage¬ 
ment expressed its inability without assigning any reason. 
Seeing no other alternative, he raised an industrial dispute 
before the Asstt. Labour Commisioner (C), Dhanbad, before 
whom he, in support of his claim, produced the Red Book, 
several representations, two leters written by the management 
of the colliery addressed to the Katras Regional Hospital and 
also called for report concerning him from the Katars Region¬ 
al Hospital, and the Superintendent of the Katras Regional 
Hospital submitted full report concerning him to the Assistant 
Labour Commissioner (C), Dhanbad, with a.copy to him, and 
the report of the Superintendent and the documents produced 
by him were sufficient to prove his claim but still the manage¬ 
ment did not agree to settle the issue amicably with the result 
that the conciliation proceeding ended in failure leading to 
the present reference. His contention, therefore, is that the 
‘appointed day” i.e. on 1-5-72, when the Kharkharee colliery 
was nationalised under the Coking Coal Mines (National^a- 
tion) Act, 1972 and it vested in M/s. Bharat Coking Coal 
Limited he was on the roll of the erstwhile owner of Khar¬ 
kharee colliery as his service was neither terminated by the 
erstwhile owner on the ground of continued ill health nor 
any letter of termination of his service on the ground of 
continued ill health was ever isued to him and hence under 
section 17(1) of the Coking Coal Mines (Nationalisation) Act, 
1972, he became an employee of M/s. Bharat Coking Coal 
Ltd. on and from that date and the action of the present 
management in not allowing him to resume his duty vvas 
illegal, arbitrary and unjustified and against the provisions 
of the said Act. His demand is for re-employment with full 
back wages from the year 1974. 


3. On the other hand, the case of the present management 
of kharkharee colliery of M/s. Bharat Coking Coal Limited in 
that the concerned workman, Karali Prasad Mitra, was not on 
the roll of Kharkharee colliery at the time its management 
was taken over by the Central Govt, with effect from 17-10-71 
under Coking Coal Mines (Emergency Provisions) Act, 1971, 
and, therefore, the question of taking him in the employment 
of M/s. Bharat Coking Coal Ltd. never arose for consideration. 
The sponsoring union had raised this dispute for the first 
time in the year 1981, after a lapse of 10 years from the 
date of the taking over of the management of the colliery 
by the Central Government, demanding employment for Karali 
Prasad Mitra. The colliery records do rot indicate That he 
was employed as a Munshi in the year 1966 by the erstwhile 
owner or at any time subsequently or that he was ever sent 
to the Regional Hospital at Katras for. treatment of tuber¬ 
culosis. He bad shown one paper purported to be a medical 
certificate of Katras Regional Hospital indicating that he %\as 
patient of tuberculosis but it appears that the said medical 
certificate had been procured by him by corrupt means with 
the connivance of some interested person showing himself 
to be employee of Kharkharee colliery to get free medica! 
treatment at Katras Regional Hospital. Assuming but not 
adrnitting that he was an employee of Kharkharee colliery 
during the period of erstwhile owner, his name was not on 
the roll of the colliery on 1-5-1972 when the colliery was 
nationjuised under the Coking Coal Mines (Nationalisation) 
Act, 1972 and it vested in M/s. Bharat Coking Coal Ltd 
which may be due to termination of his service 'by the erst¬ 
while owner on account of his continued ill health and the 
present management was under no nbligatitm to eive job to 
a workrr^an who was- not on the roll of the colliery of the 
erstwhile owner on the date of its nationalisation or to oTer 
him some lirrh^ job. After remaining ill for continuous per¬ 
iod or about 12 years per his own version he is completely 
nnsnitable for employment in a coal mine for carrying on 


the job ofa Munshi underground and his demand for resump¬ 
tion of duty after a period of 12 years of absence accorcviig 
to his own version cannot be accepted and the present manage¬ 
ment is jstified in refusing to accede to his demand and hence 
he is not entitled to any relief. 

4. The adjudication of this reference rests on the decision 
of the question whether or not the concerned workman Karali 
Prasad Mitra was in the employment of Kharakharee colliery 
as underground munshi under the erstwhile owner immediately 
before the appointed day i.e. 1-5-1972 as section 17(1) of the 
Coking Coal Mines (Nationalisation) Act, 1972 lays down that 
e\’evy person who is a workman within the meaning of the 
Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 and has been, immediately be¬ 
fore the appointed day, in the employment of a coking coal 
mine or coke oven plant shall become on and from the ap¬ 
pointed day, an employee of the Central Government or, as 
the case may be, of the Govt, company in which the light, 
title and interest of such mine or plant have vested under the 
j^aid Act and shall hold office or service in the coking coal 
mine or coke oven plant, as the case may be, on the same 
terms and conditions and with the same rights to pension, 
gratuity and other matters as would have been admissible to 
him if the right in relation to such coking coal mine and coke 
oven plant had not been transferred to, and vested in, the 
Central Government or the Government company, ajs the 
case may be, and continue to do so unless and until his emp¬ 
loyment in such coking coal mine or coke oven plant is duly 
terminated or until his remuneration, terms and conditions 
of employment are duly altered, by the Central Government 
or the Government Company. 

s 5. In support of his case that he was in the employment of 
the erstwhile owner of Kharkhare colliery on the appointed 
day the concerned workman has got proved and exhibited 
four documents which have been respectively marked as Exts. 
W-1, W-2, W-3 and W-4. Exts. W-1 and W-2 are typed letters 
dated 31-12-69 and 30-8-69 on the letter heads of the erstwhile 
owner addressed to the Tuberculosis Officer, T.B. Clinic, Katras 
Regional Hospital, by the Manager of the Kharkharee colliery 
which have been proved by the concerned workman Karali 
Prasad Mitra (WW-1) to be under the signatures of Maffick 
Saheb and Sri D. N. Misra respectively as Managers of Khar¬ 
kharee colliery whose signatures he knows. The subject matter 
of both the aforesaid letters Exts. W-1 and W-2 is “Payment 
of diet allowance to T.B. Patient, K.P. Mitra Mupishi.” and 
the concerned workman relies on these two letters to show 
that in 1969 he was a munshi in Kharkharee colliery during 
The time of the erstwhile owner. Ext. W-3 is the Red Book 
issued to the concerned workman, Karali Prasad Mitra, by 
the Katras Regional Hospital authority in which he has been 
described as a munshi of Kharkhare colliery and his P.F. No. 
has been mentioned as 50 per cent, B. F. O. 110, and O.P.D. 
155 dated 11-7-68. In the said Red Book the photograph of 
the concerned workman with his name K.P. Mitra is also 
pasted on the last cover sheet. In the Red Book the condition 
of the ailment of the concerned workmen who was suffering 
from^ tuberculosis has been noted from time to time by the 
hospital authority. The entries in the said Red Book are mostly 
for the years 1968, 1969, 1970 and 1971 prior to the taking 
over of the management of the colliery by the Central Govern¬ 
ment with effect from 17-10-1971 and there are only two 
entries dated 6-11-71 and 19-11-71 of the period when the 
management of the colliery was in the hands of the Central 
Government and there is only one entry dated 26-4-1974 of 
the period after the vesting of the colliery in M/s. Bharat 
Coking Coal Ltd. with effect from 1-5-1972. There is an 
entry dated 4-8-1969 in the Red Book of the period of ths 
period of the erstwhile owner in which the hospital authority 
had certified that the concerned workman may resume duty 
but the treatment was to continue to be reviewed every six 
rnonth^. It is the case of the concerned workman that there¬ 
after he repored for duty but he was not allowed to resume 
his duty by the management of the erstwhile owner probably 
due to hi's poor health condition and it is his evidencp* fhat 
he was asked to come after being fully cured of his 
The last entry of the period of erstwhile owner k dated 
2-7-71 in which the concerned workman was advised to stop 
treatment for three months to be revie'wed after three months. 
It IS the case of the concerned workman that thereafier he 
was discharged from the Ho~pital with recommendation^ ^or 
bein<i given light iob and accordingly he reported for duty 
hut he was not allowed to resume his duty by the rnana*'^*- 
ment of the erstwhile owner on the ground of non-availabilitv 
of light job. TTie entries dated 6-11-71 and 19-11-71 of the 
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period when the management of the colliery was in the hands 
of the Central Oovernment show that the concerned workman 
was advised to brini* fresh reference duly scaled and siKncd 
by the then Manager and the same wws received on 19-11'71 
whereafter he was again examined on 19-11-71 w’hen he vvas 
found fit to continue duty and no treatment was advised and 
his ease was only to be reviewed after six months, it is, 
however, the ease of the concerned workman that nis treatment 
continued in the Regional Hospital from 19-11-1971 and he 
was declared completely fit to resume hiii original dmv hi 
1974 and the evidence of the concerned workman is also 
to the cft'ect that his treatment continued till March oi’ April 
1974. The only entry dated 26-4-74 after the vesting of ihe 
colliery in M/s. Bharat Coking Coal Ltd. however, simply 
shows that the concerned workman was advised to bring fresh 
reference duly sealed and signed by the Manager and he 
was also prescribed certain medicine showing that till then 
he was not fully cured. There is no entry in the Red Rook 
subsequent to 26-4-74. Kx. W-4 is a letter dated 29-lt)-8l 
of the Medical Supdt. Regional Hospitalj Katras, addressed 
to the Assistant Labour Commissioner tO! Dhanbad in j-eply 
to his letter No. 1/J09/«1 E. 2 dated 23-9-81 informing him 
that K. P. Mitra, Munshi, Kharkharee colliery was advised 
,to produce the Red Book (treatment card) to ascertain thjn 
-detailed position as it was not possible to find out the details 
4:rom the hospital records because the ease was of very eld 
inattire and he had submitted his Red Book from which it 
lhad been found that he was originally referred by the 
«:rstwhilc owner of Kljarkharce colliery vide letter No, O.P.D. 
(T.B.) 155 dated 11-7-68 with his P. F. Nv^ 50% and 
B.f.O. 110 and he was hsked to resume duty on 4-8-69 
'vhh the advice to continue drugs and he was treated upto 
2 '7-71 when his treatment was stopped and lx came back on 
tJ-71 for review but as it was a ‘'stop treatment ease” he 
' ^yked to produce fresh colliery letter and the same was 
subi fitted by him on 19-11-71 which letter is, liowevcr, not 
trace, in office of the Katras Regional Hospital at 
prescL't hut the record is signed by the Compounder of 
'FB, C ^hnic, Kalrus (O.P.D.) which is confirmed as recorded 
in the Book, and hence in the light of the above as 

per reco t'd in th\; Red Book it was a genuine case, 

6. On Ihc other hand, the managciTicnt has examined 
Ramji Pa, idcy (MW-1) who claims to have Joined Khar- 
kharec colliery at an underground mnnshu in the year 1951 
when it belonged to the erstwhile owner and Ip have be¬ 
come a ill hing Sirdar in 1957 and Overman in 1962 and 
General Siq^rvlser or General Inchavgc in 1966 and in that 
capacity to have continued to work under the erstwhile 
owner till mnnugeiment was taken over by the Central 
Govcinmenl wHh effect from 17-10-71 which subsequently 
vested in mV®- Bharat Coking Coal lAd. with effect frvnn 
1-5-71. Ramyi Pandey (MWi-l) has deposed that during 
his entire ten ate ill Kharkharee colliery there was no under-- 
ground muns^i named Karali Prasad Mhra working there 
and though hr has admitted that in 1969 the Manager of 
Kharkharee co^l^cry was one Mallick Saheb who remained 
there lor about' a year, he has denied that the letter dated 
31-12-69 (Txt. ‘W-1) is signed by the said Mallick Saheb 
whose signature: he knows. As regards the other letter 
dated 30-8-69 t'Fxt, \V-2) which purport^ to have been 
signed by Sri D- N. Mishra as the then Manager, his 
'evidence is that 5ri D. N. Mishra was only a Safety Otficcr 
in Kharkharee colliery in the year 1969 and I’re was not 
the Manager but he cannot say if the said letter dated 
30-8-69 (Ext. W-2) bears t(V signature of Sri D. N. Mishra 
lis be docs not know his signature, ffc is doubtful about 
ihc genuineness of the letter heads of Exts. W-l and W-2 
as in Ext. W-l the registered office of the crstwltile owner 
is printed as '91 Stephen Lhmsc (5ih Lloor), Dalfiousi 
Sqr., Fast Calcutta-1” and in Ext. W-2 it is printed as "9 
Old Couri House Street, Calcutta” whereas so far ag ho 
remembers the registered office of the erstwhile owner was 
at Netaji Subhas Koad, Calcutta. His very has's of doubr- 
ing the genuineness of these two letters Fxt,s. W-l and 
W-2, however, appears to be his rancifnl imagination us 
from item No. 33 of the First Schedule oi the Coking Coal 
Mines (Nationalisation) Act, 1972 it would appear that the 
u’cgistcred office of the erstwhile owner, namely, ^^/s. Bharat 
Mining Corporation Ltd., was ”91 Stephen House, Dalhouse 
Square, East Calciitta-T’ as mentioned in L'xt. W'-l nnd 
if w'us not ”Nctaji Subhash Road. Calcutta” as fancifully 
imagined by him'. He is also unable to deny the signature 
jiof Sri D. N. Mishra on Ext. W’2 as he docs not know his 
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signatuic. He has, no doubt, while admitting that Mallick 
Saheb was the Manager of Kharkharee colliery in the year 
1969, his signature on Hxi. \V-1 but in his cross- 

examinulion 'he has admitted that he has not got any leucf 
or paper signed by Mallick Saheb who was at one time the 
Mani;gcr of Kharkharee colliery nor h<e had over any 
LOiTc.spondcncc with Mallick SaUeb nor he could say if 
M/s. Bharat Looking Coal Ltd. bas got any paper containing 
the signature of Mallick Saheb. Ho is, thjcrefore, also 
not competent to deny the signature of Mallick Saheb on 
Lxi. \V-1. He has further admitted in his cross-examina¬ 
tion that Mallick Saheb is at present working as 
Dy, CInet Mining Engineer in Eastern Coalfields Ltd* 
and Mi D. N. JVlisra is at present working as Superinten- 
dent in Area I in Bavora colliery belonging to Bharat 

Coking Coal Ltd. The management ha^ however, not been 
bold enough to put either Mallick Saheb or Sri D, N. Misra 
ni he witness box to deny their signatures ou Ext. W-l 
and W-2 respedvely. 

7. in view of the aforesaid evidence I have got no 
doubt m my mind that Exis, W-l and W-z" dated 31-12-1969 
and 30'6-69 respectively which arc on the printed letter heads 
01 the erstwhile owner are genuine documents which were 
respectively signed by Mallick Saheb and Sri D.N, Mishra 
as the Managers of the colliery during the relevant period 
and under these letters the Mimagcrs of the colliery had 
written to the Tuberculosis Officer. f.B, Clime, Katras Regio- 
naf Hospirai, on the subject of “Payment of diet allowance 
to T,B. Patient, K. P. Mitra, Munshi”, which clearly shows 
that at least in the year 1969 the concerned workman Kurali 
Prasad Mitra or K.P. Mitra was a irrunshi in the Kharkharee 
colliery and at that time he was U'ndcrgoing treatment in the 
T.B. C/inic of Kaira^ Regional Hospital on a reference made 
by the erstwhile owner and he was being paid diet allt^wance. 

8. So far as the Red Book (Ext. W-3) is concerned no¬ 
body has come forward on behalf of the management to deny 
or challenge its genuineness. On the other hand i(s genuine¬ 
ness IS corroborated by the evidence of Ramji Pandey (MW- 
1) elicited in his cross-examination wherein he has admitted 
that during the private ownership of the colliery by the erst¬ 
while owner if any cmplovce rell jjl or suforred from tubcri^ 
culosis he used to be sent for treatment to Kutras Regional 
Hospital and sometime to .the Ranchi Hos^jital and the ma¬ 
nagement had send him to the hospital aiong with a letter 
and such sick employee used lo gel free treatment as well 
as diet allowance and the hospital did not u.se to admit any 
employee for treatment if he was referred without his Form 
'B' Register No. and P.F.No, and the patient admitted in the 
hospital used to get Red Book from the hospital to which a 
photograph of the patient was ailixed and in the Red Book 
the Form 'B' Register No. and the P-F. No. of the employee 
concerned uero also mentioned. The Red Book (Ext.W-3) 
fulfils all these requirments, T have therefore, also got no 
doubt about fhc genuineness of the Red Book FxL W-3. 

9. No one has come from the side of the management to 
deny the genuineness of the letter dated 29-11-81 (Ext.W-4) 
written by the Medical Suporintendenk Regional Hospital, 
Katras, to the Asstt.. Labour Commissioner (C) Dhanbad. 
Hence I have got also no dcubt about the genuineness of this 
letter. In the said letter dated i()-ll-19BJ of the 
Medical Superintendent, Regional Hospital, Katras, 
there is a reference about a colliery letter dated 19-11-1971 
for review of the concerned workman's ease which is not tra¬ 
ceable in the office of the Katras Regional Hospital, The afore- 
sni:! letter 19-11-71 obviously relates to the period after 
the taking over of the management of Kharkharee colliery 
by the Centra] Government with effect from 17-10-?971 and 
before it^ vesting in MIS. Bharat Coking Coal Lid, with effect 
from 1-5-1972. Sri B, .loshi, appearing behalf of the manage¬ 
ment has however, contended Inot in the absence of the said 
letter' dated. 19-11-71, which is said to be not traceable m the 
oflice of the Katras Regional Hospital, it should not be bold 
that any such letter ref erring the concerned workman to Kat¬ 
ras. General Flos pit al for further check up and treatment was 
ever issued during the period the manogement of the- coBierv 
was in the hands of the Central Government under the Coking 
Coal Mines (Fmergency Provisions) Act, 1971. Here, how¬ 
ever, it is pertinent to mention that by q petition dated 25-2-83 
the concerned workman had called for from the manavem^nt 
the office copy of the letter dated 19-11-71 written bv the 
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management to the Superintendent Regional Ho3pital, concer¬ 
ning continuance of the treatment of Uie concerned workman 
but the management neither filed the olhee copy of the said 
letter nor filed any petilion denving the issuance of any such 
letter to the Supdt,, Regional Hospital, 'fhat being the position 
it cannot but be held ttiat during the period the management 
of the colliery was in the hands of the Central Government 
under the provisions of Coking Coal Mines (j^mcrgcncy pro¬ 
visions) Act. 1971, a letter dated 19-11-71 was issued by the 
then mangemcnl of the colliery to the Siipdt., Regional Hos¬ 
pital, concerning continuance of the treatment of the concer¬ 
ned workman which is fully borne out hy the aforesaid letter 
dated 29-10-81 (F_xt,W-4) of the Medical Sondt,_. Regional 
Hospital, addresv“d to the Asstt. Labour Co_mmissioncr (C). 
Dhanbad and confirmed as recorded in the Red Book (Fxt. 
W-3) though the said original letter dated 19-11-71 is not 
traceable in the olTlcc of Katras Regional Hospital. 


10. The above evidence would ‘^how that the concerned 
workman Karali Prasad Mitra way undouhtcdlv a munshi in 
Kharkharee colliery in the years 1968, 1969, 1970' and 1971 
when he was undergoing treatment in Katras Regional Hospi¬ 
tal for tuberculosis on a reference rr?adc by the erstwhile 
owner and he was being paid diet allowance and on 4-8-1969 
the hospital authonty had certified that the concerned work¬ 
man may resume duty and on 1-7-71 the hospital authoritv 
advised him to stop treatment for three monlhs Vo be reviewed 
after three months and even after the management 
of the colliery was taken over bv the Central Ciovernment 
the colliery authority wrote to the Regional Hospital on 
19-11-71 for conlinuancc of the treatment of K,P. Mitra who 
was accordingly again examine on that verv date and was 
found fit to continue duty and no treatment was advised and 
his case was only to be reviewed after six months. Therefor/? in 
the absence of any formal letter or any act on the part of the 
erstwhile ow'ner of the management of the Central Govern¬ 
ment terminating the services of the concerned workman on 
the ground of ill health he continued to be in the 
cniplovmert of Kharkharee colliery und'^r the ervtw'hile owner 
aA a munshi till the vesting of the eollicry M/s Bha'*at 
Coking Coal Ltd. under Sec, 17 (1) of the Coking Coal 
Mines (Nationalisation) Act, 1972 and after the vesting he 
continued to be an employee of M/&. Bharat Coking Coal Ltd. 
on the same terms and conditions as would have Keen admissi¬ 
ble to him if tho rights in veUtion to such coking coal mine 
had not been transferred to or vested in M/s. Bharat Coking 
Coal Ltd. The present claim of the concerned workman Karali 
Prasad Mitra is, however, for his re-cmployn'.j:^nt with full 
back wages from the year 1971 and not from any earlier 
period as, according to his own case a^d evidence he was 
undergoijag treatment for tuberculosis till March or April 
1974. The entry dated 26-4-74 ip the Red Book which the 
only entry in the Red Book after the vesting of the colliery 
in M/s. Bharat Coking Coal Ltd. with effect from 1-5-1972. 
however does not show that on that date he was found fit 
to resume his duty as nndeiground munshi and all that the 
entry shows was that he was advised to bring fresh reference 
from the present management of Mys. Pharat Cokin tz Coal 
Ltd. duly sealed and signed bv the Manager and he was also 
prescribed certain medicines na that date indicatinn that he 
was even on 24-4-1974 suffering and was .rot completely cured 
of tuberculosis. 

11. Tbe aforesaid evidence disprove tho statement of 
Ramji Pande (MW-1) that during his entire tenure in Khar- 
kharec colliery beginning from 19.51 when it belonged to 
the erstw'hilc owner till its management was taken over 
bv the Central Government with effect from 17-10-71 there 
was no underground munshi named Karali Prasad Mitra 
working there. 


12. On behalf of the management two other witnesses 
named R. N. Misra (M'W-2) and RaJlia Raman Prasad 
Sinha (MW-3) have been examined. 


13, R. N. Misra (MW-2) has deposed that he was apnoin- 
fed in Kharkharee colliery on 1-6-71 as Provident Fund 
Clerk "when the colliery was owned by the erstwhile owner 
and he continued to work in the said colliery on the same 
post even after its management was taken over by the 
Central Government with effect from 17-J0-71 and also after 


its vesting in M/s. Bharat Coking Coal Ltd. after Us na- 
tionalisaliun with effect from 1-5-72. He ha^ turthcr de¬ 
posed that he has brought all the registers., numbering 
seven concerning the provident fund accounts of all the 
employees of Kharkharee colliery for the period between 
1947 and 1971 when the colliery was owned by the erstwhile 
ow'ucr and he had checked all these provident futul registers 
bin he had no where found the name of the concerned work¬ 
man Karali Prasad Mitri! though the name of every em- 
plo.vce who is a member of the provident fund must find 
place in those provident fund registers. These provident 
fund registers for the period between 1947 and 1971 were, 
however, filed by the management through R. N. Misra 
(M-W-2) after the close of the evidence op behalf of the 
coucfTned workman without giving an opportunity to the 
concerned W'orkman to explain the same. Secondly, these 
provident fund registers have not also been proved and ex¬ 
hibited in this case by the management and hence^ they 
cannot be looked into. Lastly, according to tbe evidence 
ot R. N. Misra tMW-2) himself the names of only those 
employees arc to he found in the provident fund registers 
who arc members of the provident fund. Therefore nothing 
turns on the absence of the name of ihv concerned workman 
Karali Prasad Mitra in those provident fund registers and 
they cannot by themselves prove that the concerned work¬ 
man Karali Prasad Mitra was not an employee of the erst¬ 
while owner. 


14, Radha Raman Prasad Singh (MW-3) has deposed that 
he Was appointed as clerk on 28-7-71 in Kharkharee colliery 
when It was owned by the erstwhile nvvner and he continued 
to work in the said colliery even after its management was 
taken over by the Central Government with effect from 
17“ 10-1971 and he is still working as a clerk in Kharkharee 
colliery in the Personnel Section under M/s. Bharat Coking 
Coal Ltd. He has further deposed that in 1972 after tlye 
nationalisation of the colliery and its vesting in M/s. Bharat 
Coking Coal Ltd. a man power list was prepared in respect 
of all the employees who were working in Kharkharee 
colliery prior to its take over when the colliery was owned 
by the erstwhile owner and the said man power list w'as 
prepared by him after checking 'Form 'B’ Register. Wage- 
sheets, ProvidenL Fund records and Bonus registers of the 
time of erstwhile owner and in the man power list the 
names of all those employees were entered whose names, 
appealed in any one of those registers and other papers of 
the time of the erstwhile owner and the said man power Iht 
was also signed by the then Welfare Officer, Sri S. P. Sinha 
and then then Manager, Sri P. K. Miltal, and he had bron.dit 
the said man power list and had examined and checked the 
same in which there is no entry regarding any workman 
named Karali PIrasad Mitra. Here again the said m'an 
power list was filed by the management through Radha Raman 
Prasad Sinha (MW-3) after the close of the evidence on 
behalf of the concerned workman without giving an oppor¬ 
tunity to the concerned workman to explain the same. 
The said man power list has also not been proved and ex¬ 
hibited hy the management and hence it cannot also be 
looked into. The Form, ‘B’ register of the time of the crist- 
wmle owner could have thrown some light on the point 
under consideration but the same has not been filed by 
the majiagement and an explanation for the same has been 
given through Radha Raman Prasad Sinha (MW-3) that 
Form ‘B' Register of the time of the erstwhile owner had 
been seized and it is lying in the offigp of the Dy. Commis- 
sionei\ Dhanbad, This is, however, no explanation as the 
smd Form register could have been called for from the 
oTK'^e of the Dy. Commissioner, Dhanbad. if tho manage- 
T o for it. Morcovrr.,it is the evidence 

of Radha Raman Prasad Sinha fMW-3) in his cross-exami- 
nation that the names of even those employees of the erst- 
whilc ovmcr whose names appeared in Form ‘B’ Register 
or Irovident Fund Register of the time of the crstvvhiJe 
owner were not entered in the man power list who had 
either died resigned retired or had left the services of the 
colliery. It being the case of the concerned workman that 
he vvas not m active employment or physically on the roll 
of the colliery since sometime in the year 1968 as he was 

“t ‘he Regional Hos- 
piial, Katras. there is also no wonder if his nami* wnc 

not entered in the man power list. 

we arc not so much concerned with 
the question as to whether the concerned workman was or 
was not in the active employment or physically on the roll 
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<f iho colliery on the date of vesting of the colliery in 
MA Bharat Coking Coal Ltd. on 1-5-72 under the Coking 
Coal Mines (t^ationalLsation) Act, 1972, What we arc 
coiiccTiicd with Is the question whether he was or was not 
in Ibe employment of the colliery on that date which would 
include absence on medical ground so long as the service 
is not formally and duly terminated by the crnployer on 
the RiTund of continued ill health, I have mentioned it aa 
it is the case of the management that assuming but not 
admitting that the concerned workman was an employee Of 
Khurkharec colliery during ihe period of erstwhile owtier 
biN name Whs nOt On the roll of the Colliery orl 1-5-72 when 
ihe Colliery was nationalisation under the Coking Coal Min^s 
tNationalisation) Act, 1972 and had vested in M/s, Bharat 
t?oking Coal Ltd. which may bc due lo termination of his 
service by the erstwhile owner on account of his continued 
ill Ivalih and the present management was under no obli- 
RRtion to give Job to a workman who wfts not on the roll 
of the colliery of the erstwhile owner on the date of its 
nationalisation. The point is, however, not whether the 
Concerned workman was physically on the mil of the colliery 
on L5-72 but whether he wus in law in th'c employment of 
the colliery on that date, and it having been once found that 
at One stage he was an employee of the colliery as an under- 
ground munsbi during the time of the erstVvhile owner ho 
will be deemed to have continued to be in its employment 
in lavv unless he was retrenched or his services were formally 
and duly terminated on the ground of cbntinued ill health 
tind since nothing like that had happened in the case of 
Ihe concerned workman he shall be deemed to have conti¬ 
nued in the employment of the colliery though as an absentee 
emplovcc undergoing treatment for tubercuU^sis on reference 
made by the erstwhile owner as also by the management rtf 
(he Central Government after the management of the 
colliery was taken oyer by the Central Government under 
(he Coking Coal Mines (Emergency Provisions) Act. l97l 
and hence on the vesting of the colliery in M/s. Bharat 
Coking Coal Ltd. with effect from 1-5-72 under the Cofcifig 
Coal Mines (Nationalisation) Act, 1972, he shall be decmtni 
to have become an employee of M/s. Bharat Coking Coal 
Ltd. though as an absentee employee undergoing treatment 
for tuberculosis. 


16. At this stage, in support of my aforesaid point. I 
w^ould like to refer to two decisions oi. the Supreme Court 
thed by Sri O. Mukherjee appearing for the concerned 
Uwkman. One decision Cited by him is the Workmen Vs. 
m/s. Bharat Coking Coal Ltd. and others (AIR 1978 Supreme 
Court 979). In that case the management of the New 
Dhaminband colliery had dismissed 40 workmen in October, 
1969, nnd an industrial dispute sprung up and reference 
followed in October, 1970. The Industrial Tribunal held an 
thlborafe enquiry into the dispute. During the pendency of 
the enquiry the colliery was nationalised with effect from 
L5-72 as provided for in the Coking Coal Mines (Nationali¬ 
sation) Act, 1972. The New Dharo^aband colliery vested 
in the Central Government and thereafter in M/n. Bfjarat 
Coking Coal Ltd. Apparantly by order of the Tribunal dated 
24-3-72 the succes^’Or company, namelv M/s. Bharat Coking 
Coal Ltd. was impleaded as a party. Thus with the previous 
owner of colliery and M/s. Bharat Coking Coal Ltd. on 
record the Tribunal made an award on 1-7-72 holding that 
the action of the management of New Dharamaband colliery 
m dismissing the 40 workmen with effect from 18-10-69 
wys not justified and the said workmen ore to be reinstated 
with continuity of service by the management for the time 
being, namely, M/s, Bharat Cokhiijr Coal Ltd. and the said 
company shall be liable to pay their wages and other cmolu- 
ment.s w4th effect from 1-5-72. In these circumstancep it 
was held by the Supreme Court that Section 17 of the Cok- 
ing ^ Coal Mines (Nationalisation) Act, 1972 is a special 
provision relating to workmen and their ccntinuance in service 
notwithstanding the transfer from private ownership lo 
Central Government or Government company. This la a 
stQtiitoiy protection for the workmen and is express explicit 
and mandatory. It is plain from the definition of ‘'workman'’ 
in bed ion 2fs) of the Industrial Disputes Act that the dis¬ 
missed workmen are also workmen wiliin the meaning of 
the Coking Coal Mines (Nationalisation) Act, 
canfiot be contended that because had been 
wiongfuUv dismissed and therefore are not phvsically on 
the roll on the date of the take over they arc not lecallv 
workmen under the new owner. The statutory continuity of 
service cannot fie breac/jed by the .wrongful dismissal by the 


prior employer. It is important that dismissal had been 
as d"^lnd the award cxpre..ly direded 
“with continuity of service, by the * 

time hr ini!’-, naniely'. M/s. Bh“rat Coking Coal Ltd- What 
nitillcis is not the physically presence on the 
continiirnice in tcrvice in law hetause the dismissal is nos 
e.st, 

17. The other decision o£ the Snpr^e Court cited by Sri 
D Miikheriee is Burn and Co. Vs. Tlteir Employees (AIR 
1957 SC. 38). In that case otie employee of the compan 
Lad an eye defect, and acting on the itdvice 
Odicer, the company discharged him ori that , 

Tnhniial found him to he fit and it dtrecKsd his fe-emp ov- 
met# He thereupon claimed compensation on the grotind 
tl-at he had produced a certificate of fitrtess frorn a connp^ 
lent Medical Ollicdr but that the compan^y discharged him 
without making any eriqtiiry thereon, The Appellate in- 
bunal found that the company had acted bona fide, but 
that as the order of dismissal wa.s made witBoul du* enquiry 
it was bad, and accordingly awarded compensation at tn« 
rate of six month.s’ basic wages, tn these circumstances 
the Supreme Court felt unable lo !.<oId that on the facts 
foimtl the Appellate Tribunal had acted without jurisdiction 
in interfering with the award or that its order was unjust 
and fnnher held tlxit no case had been mildc out for inter- 
with if under Art. l3o bf tnfl) COn3UtUtio«. 


18. Therefore, as already held by me above, the ertfleef- 
m-'d workman vvas an employe? of the colliery since tnrf 
time of erstwhile owner though he continued to oe 
an absentee emhloyee since sometime in 196S a.s he wsis 
undergoing treatment for tuberculosis on rcfe/ciice made 
by the erstwhile owner And the "amc position continued 
even after the management of the colliery, was taken over 
bv the Central Government under the Coking ^ 

(Emergency Provision^*) Act, 1971 with effect from 17-J^0'71 
wh'cn the then management had also written a letter dattfd 
I9-M-7I to the Regional Hospital, Katras for check up 
and continuance of the treatment of the concerned workman 
and henep on th<? date of vesting of the colliery in M/s- 
Bharat Coking Coal Ltd. with effect from U5-1972 
became an cmplo 3 ^ec of M/s, Bharat Cokinif Coal Ltd. in 
the eye of law under section 17 of the Coknl'r Coal Mines 
(Natior'alisaijon) Act, 1972, though he was not physically 
present on thie roll of the erstwhile owner, but inercaftei' 
also hi continued to be an absentee employee undergoifig 
treatment for tuberculosis. In this connection it is woith- 
while to mention here that it is the case of the concerned 
workman in his written statement that after the issuance 
of the aforesaid letter dated 19-11-71 his treatment again 
continued in the Regional Hospital, Katras till 1974 and his 
evidence is also to the effect that he continued his treatment 
at the said Hot;pilal till March or April 1974. But there w 
nolhing on the record to show that in the year 1974 he 
was declared conmletely fit by the Regional Hospital to 
resume his original diit^ as claimed by him in his written 
staietnent. As already mentioned above, the entry dated 
26-4-74 in the Red Book (Ext. W-3) which is (he only entry 
aiTer the vesting of the colliery in M/s. BL^arat Coking Coal 
Ltd. with effect from 1-5-72 does not show that on that 
date he was found fit to resifmc his diiry as under ground 
mmishi and all tl?at entry shows is that he was advised to 
ficsh reference from the present management of M/a. 
Bharat Coking Coal Ltd. duly scaled and signed by the 
Manager and he was alsb prescribed some medicines Indi¬ 
cating that he was even on 24-4-1974 suffering and was 
not completely cured of tuberculosis. There is also reliable 
evidence 6ft tl^e record to show that thereafter he ever 
approached the present management for fresh reference 
lo the Regional Hospital, Katras, for his examination and 
ueatment and for reporting whether he was fit or not for 
lesuming his duty as an underground munsffi. In his written 
statement he has said that he had represented to the present 
management against illegal and arbitrary denial of his cra- 
bfoymeni and the present management after going through 
his representation advised him to wait as the matter had 
been referred lo Headquarters for decision and accordingly 
he waited patiently but unfortunately after keeping him 
idle for a long time the present manacement expressed its 
inability withofit assigning any reason. But no copy of any 
Slicij representation has also been filed on behalf of the 
concerned workman nor any evidence has been led in sup¬ 
port U any such representation. TJicre is also no document 
to show that the concerned workman ever represented to the 
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present management even after April, 1974 till the raising 
of the present dispute before the Asstt. Lalwur Commissioner 
(C), Dhftnbad in the year 1981. That being so the position 
of the concerned workman still continues to be that of an 
absentee employee undergoing treatment for tuberculosis 
who is stiir to be declared fit by the Regional Hospital* 
Ratras to resume bis duty as an underground munshi, after 
which only he can be permitted to work as underground 
munshi specially when his ailment become pretty old* 
It is the further case of the concerned workman in his 
written stetement that in the year 1974 he had approached 
the present management with a medical certificate in which 
the doctor bad recommended him for light job which the 
management was morally bound to provide* But no such 
medical ceitificate has been filed. Moreover here we are 
not concerned with any moral obligation of the present 
management to provide bim with any light job, because, 
as has been rightly said by the management in its written 
statement, if was under no obligation to offer him some 
light job. What we afe concerned with is the question 
regarding the legal obligation of the present management 
to permit him to resume his duty as an underground munshi. 
The concerned workman hflid admittedly been under treat¬ 
ment for tuberculosis for a pretty long mnnber of years 
and the work of underground munshi bcbig hard and 
arduous, the management canrfot be forced to allow him to 
resume his tftity os underground munshi nor tliat would 
be in the interest of the Concerned workman himself unless 
he is declared fit Tor that job by the Medical Superintendent 
of the Regional Hospital, Katras. If on examination by 
the Medical Superintendent Regional Hospital, Katras, the 
concerned workman is found fit for doing his original job 
of underground munshi he would be entitled to resume his 
duty, otherwise not. 


19. In the circumstance, the concerned workman, 
Kasali Prasad Mitra, is directed to present himself before 
the General Manager, Govindpiir Area No. HI of M/s. 
Bharat Coking Coal Co. Ltd., P.O. Sonardlh, Distt* Dhunbad. 
within which Kharkharec colliery lies, within a month 
of the present award becoming final on its publication 
under section 17 of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947, 
for, his medical examination, whereupon the General Mana¬ 
ger shall get him examined by the Medical Superintendent of 
the Regional Hospital, Katras, within a fortnight thereafter 
and if he Is certified by the Medical Sitpcrinfendenf to be 
fit to resume, his duty as underground mainshi the General 
Manager shall permit him to resume his diitv as undergrounJ 
munshi with no back wages. In case the Medical Superin¬ 
tendent does not certify him to be fit to resume his duty as 
underground munshi he shall not be entitled to any relief. 
The reference is answcrcil and the award is made accordingly. 
In the circumstance of the case there will be no order as 
to cost.

2. The case of the concerned workman, Stibal Chandra 
Mukherjee, is that he started working in Amlabad Colliery 
as a Coke Oven Ash Mazdoor since July 1971 and con¬ 
tinued to work as such continuously till the end of February, 
1972 when he was stopped from work without assigning 
any reason or without giving any notice and since then he 
Is Sitting Idle. The Amlabad colliery is a Coking Coal Mine, 
the mangement whereof was takn over by the Central 
Government with effect from 17-10-1971 under the provi¬ 
sion of the Coking Coal Mines fEmergcncy Provisions) 
Act, 1971, and its management was subsequently entrusted 
to M|s Bharat Coking Coal Ltd. as custodian in which the 
aaid mine vested with effect from 1-3-1972 after its nationali¬ 
sation under the provisions of the Coking Coal Mines 
(Nationalisation) Act, 1972. He midc several representa¬ 
tions to the management after he was stopped from work 
but the management did not do anything in the matter 
and when the management refused to re-instatc him, he 
raised the present dispute which has ultimately been referred 
to thiA Tribunal for adjudication. His all co-workers are still 
in the employment of the colliery anil onfy he was stopped 
from work arbitrarily, His demflud is that he should be rein¬ 
stated to his original job of Coke Oven Ash Mazdoor with 
effect from 1-3-1972 with continuity of service and full 
wages and other emoluments for the idle period* 

3. The case of the management, on the other hand, is 
that, according to the records of the earstwhtle owner of the 
Amlabad colliery, the concerned workman had worked as a 
casual worker In the colliery for 24 days in the quarter 
ending December, 1971 and for 13 days in the quarter ending 
March, 1972 prior to the nationalisation of the colliery and 
did not work ih the colliery thereafter, and, at any date, 
his name was not homo on the rolls of the colliery on the 
date of the nationalisation of the colliery. He was a casual 
worker and was not qualified to become a member of Coal 
Mines Provident Fund in the terms of the provisions of 
the Coal Mines Provident Fund Scheme, He also did not 
qualify himself to receive attendance bonus in terms of 
the Coal Mines Provident Fund Scheme as then in exisfenc© 
as he did not put in the requisite minimum attendance. This 
also shows that he was purely a casual Worker and was at 
no time employed as regular worker. The management not 
obliged to retain in permanent employment or provide con¬ 
tinued employment to a casual worker. The dispute raised 
in this case is also over-state which should be rejected. 

4. One witness has been examined on cither side and 
some documents have also been exhibited.

I^ernwr, 1981, ihe Cenfrar Government in the Ministn 
M Labour hag, in exercise of the powers conferred bi 
^ause (d) of sub-section (1) of section 10 of the Industria 
imputes Act’, 1947, referred the following dispute to thi< 
Tribunal for adjudication. 


“Whether the demand of the workmen of Amlabad 
Colliei-^f Messrs Bharat Coking Coal Limited, 
Post ^ce Bhowra District Dha,tvbad that Shri 
Subal Chandra Mukherjee, Coke Oven Ash Mar.- 
door should be reinstated on his post with effect 
from the 1st March, 1972 is justifled ? If so to 
what relief is the workman entitled?’ 


5. Subal Chandra Mukherjee (WW-1), the concerned 
workman, is the only witness examined on his behalf. He 
has deposed that he worked in Amlabad colFiery as an 
Ash Mazloor in its Coke Oven from July, 1971 to Feb¬ 
ruary, 1972 as an employee of the erstwhile owner Ml a. 
K.C.T, Ltd*, and as an Ash Mazdoor, his work was to 
clean the chimney of the Coke Oven and to mud wash the 
oven gates. He has further deposed that the Central Govem- 

^ment had taken over the management of Amlabad colliery 
on 17-10-71 but even thereafter ho continued 
to work till February, 1972 but from I-3-J972 
he Was not ariowied to work in the colliery without any 
reason or without giving any notice to him and he was 
simply told by the Manager of the colliery that he should 
not come to work. He has also deposed that he had submitted 
several representations to the “ management fiom time to 
time for allowing him to wojrk in the colliery but the manage¬ 
ment /leclined to take him in its employment. In his cross- 
examination he has stated that he was a daily rated work¬ 
man and he used to work about 4 to 5 day<j every week 
and he used to get his wages weekly and he was not a 
casual worker. <{ 

6. Ext. W-7 is a letter jjafed 3-5'1973 written by the 
Secretary of the Bihar Koyla Mazdoor Sabha to the Sub- 
Arca Manager stating that the concerned w'orkman. Subali 
Chandra Mukherjee, was appointed in the Amlabad colliery 
before the take over of the Coking Coal Minc« and he had 
been working there as a casual worker since fast 4 yeans, 
and, after the take over also, he had worked upto 26-2-72 
buf thereafter the management stopped him along with 
others but subsequently the mangement allowed several 
juniors and new persons to work at Casual workers and 
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gave them work for 2 to 3 daya in a week but the concerhed 
workman was not getting even single day work in any week. 
The Secretary had requested the Sub-Area Manager to 
arrange to provide the concerned workman with a job in any 
mine. Ext. W-5 is a represtniation dated 5-7-1976 of the 
concerned workman to the General Manager slating ^at 
he had worked as Coke Bharat Mazdoor at Amlabad colliery 
from July, 1971 to February, 1972 but thereafter all on a 
sudden he wag stopped from work by the Manager]Agent 
of the colliery without assigning any reason, and, after few 
months, some of his colleagues were absorbed in Amalabad 
Coke Bhatta, but, when he approached, his case was not 
Considered by the Manager of the colliery. 


In the representation he had made n prayer to provide him 
with any kind of job. Ext. W-4 is another representation 
dated 8-4-1977 of the concerned workman to the General 
Manager almofit to the same effect. Ext. M-1 is a letter 
dated 18/20-7-79 of the Personnel Manager addressed to the 
concerned workman asking him to furnish the details of his 
case for consideration on merit. Ext. W-6 is the reply dated 
1-8'1979 of the concerned workman furnishing the details to 
the Personnel Manager and again requesting him to provide 
him employment. Ext. W-3 is a letter dated 20-12-79 from the 
Personnel Manager to the concerned workman in reply to 
his representation regarding allowing him to work as a casual 
worker. In the said letter the Personnel Manager had informed 
Wm that the records of the colliery had been verified and it 
had been found that In quarter ending December, 1971 he had 
put in only 24 days attendance and in the quarter ending 
March, 1972 he had put in only 13 days attendance and the 
question of allowing him duty does not arise now after a lanse 
of nearly sCvcn years on the basis of the above attendance. 
Ext. W-2 is the reply dated 1-1-80 of the concerned workman 
to the Personnel Manager challenging the correctness of his 
aforesaid attendance and requesting him to provide him em- 
pioymeht. 


7. On behalf of the management also the only witness exa¬ 
mined is Sri Birbal Papur (MW-1) who had worked in Amla¬ 
bad colliery as Manager from January, 1972 to the middle of 
May 1975, and who worked cw an employee of M/s. Bharat 
Coking Coal Ltd. in diff'^rent capacities at different places 
till September, 1982 and who is at present working as Sub- 
Area Manager, Dhanpuri Sub-Area in Sohagpur Area of Wes^ 
tern Coalfields in Madhya Pradesh. His evidence is that before 
Its nationalisation Amlabad colliery belonged to M/s, Oriental 
Coal Co. and it was tinder the management of M/s. Karam- 
chand Thapar Pvt, Ltd. and its management was taken over by 
the Central Govt, on 17-10-1971 and it subsequently vested in 
M/s. Bharat Coking Coal Ltd. with effect from 1-5-19/2 under 
the Coking Coal Mines (Nationalisation) Act, 1972. It i« fur¬ 
ther his evidence that the Coke Ovens In Amlabad colliery 
were new coke ovens which were started In June 1971 and 
after the management of Amlabad colliery wag taken over by 
the Central Government on 17-10-71 and he joined there in 
January, 1972 he found 72 out of 108 coke ovens functioning 
in Amlabad colliery. It is next his evidence that in coke ovens, 
»« gets accumulated at the place where hard coke is stacked 
and the work of Ash Mazdoor is to remove that ash from that 
place to some other place and ash cleaning work is not a 
continuous job nor it is a regular work to be done daily 
and the Ash Mazdoors arc not required to put mud on coke 
oven gates and for doing that job gate repairing mazdoors 
or mason helpers pe employed. It is further his evidence that 
it is also not the job of Coke Oven Ash Mazdoor to remove 
the ash from the coke ovens as very little ash is deposited in 
the oven Itself and that is removed by the firemen themselves. 
According to him, after the take over of Amlabad colliery 
some casual workers were engaged in th© coke ovens who 
were not being employed every day as there was no rcaulav 
work for them and they were free to leave the colliery work and 
go away any time and the casual workers in Amlabad collicrv 
uwd to work only when there was work for them and they 
*did not wcM:k when there wm no work for ^hcm. It is also 
hf® eyidenfce that coke ovens in Amlabad colliery are now not 
working since 1975 as in 1975 the demand of hard coke hnd 
diminished and M/s. Bharat Coking Coal T.td. had taken ad¬ 
ministrative decision to ston the working of some hard 
Ovens and in pursuance of that decision nil the hard 
ovens of Amlabad collierv were closed In 1975 and they conti¬ 
nue to be closed even now. 
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8. Ext. M-l is the Attendance Bonus Register of Amlabad 
colliery for the year 1971 in which the name of the con¬ 
cerned workman, Subal Chandra Mukherjee, appears at page 
107 in which the date of his appointment is mentioned os 
Zl-10-71 and in the quarter ending December 1971 he is shown 
therein to have worked only for 24 dnys and it further shows 
that he did not work in the Ist, 2nd or 3rd quarter of 1971, 
as there is no entry regarding him in those quarters. Ext. M-2 
is the Attendance Bonus Register for the year 1972 and the 
relevant entries regarding the concerned workman are at page 
184 which show that in the quarter ending March, 1972 he 
worked for only 4 days and in the quater ending June 1972 
he worked only for 9 days and thereafter there is no entry 
in respect of quarters ending September 1972 and December 
1972 indicating that he did not work at all those quarters. 
Ext. M-3 is the Form Register specially prepared and main¬ 
tained for casual workers after the nationalisalJon of 4he 
colliery in which the name of the concerned workman Suba} 
Chandra Mukherjee does not appear at oil. Exts. M-4, M-5 
and M~6 are Form 'B’ Registers m three parts maintained by 
the erstwhile owner of the Amlabad colliery which were in 
existence on the date of taking over of the managenvant of the 
colliery on 17-10-71 and were taken charge of from the erst¬ 
while owner in which also the name of the concerned work¬ 
man Subal Chandra Mukherjee docs not appear. Ext. M-7 is 
copy of the Standing Orders applicable to Amlabad colliery. 


9. From th© aforesaid evidence it would clearly appear that 
the case of the concerned workman that he started working 
in Amlabad colliery as Coke Oven Ash Mazdoor since July, 
1971 since the time of erstwhile owner and continued to work 
as such continuously till the end of February 1972 even after 
the taking over ^ the management of the colliery by the 
Central Govt, with effect from 17-10-1971 is not correct as 
his name no where appears in any of the three part# of Form 
Registers maintained by the erstwhile owner of Amlabad 
colliery which were taken tharge of from the erstwhile owner 
at th© time of taking over of the management of th© colliery 
on 17-10-71 by the Central Government, and in th© Attendance 
Bohus Register for the year 1971 (Ext. M-l) at page 107 the 
date of his appointment is mentiaoned as 21-10-71 which is after 
the date of taking over of th© management of the colliery 
by the Central Government. From th© Attendance Bonus 
Register# for the years 1971 and 1972, Exts. M-l and M-2, 
It further appear that total number of days that he worked in 
Amlabad colliery as Ash Mazdoor was only 24 days In the 
quarter ending December, 1971 and only 4 days in the quartei 
ending March 1972, and only 9 days in the quarter ending 
fune, 1972 and no more, with the result that hfs name is also 
not to be fouhd in Form ‘B’ Rc^ster for casual workers (Ext. 
M-3) which was prepared and is being maintained after nationa¬ 
lisation of the collicrv. Th© concerned workman was, there¬ 
fore, a purely casual and temporary worker who had worked 
for a very short period as Ash Oven Mazxjoor whose work 
also, as deposed too by Sri Birbal Kapur (MW-Ik was not of 
a continuous nature to be done daily but was of intermittent 
nature to remove coke oven ash from the place where hard 
coke used to be stacked. Th© concerned wortoan was, there¬ 
fore, not a permanent employee in th© Coke Ovens of Amlabad 
colliery as defined in sub-clause (g) of clause (1) of the Stand¬ 
ing Orders (Ext. M-7) which states that a permanent emp¬ 
loyee*’ is one who is appointed for an unlimited period or who 
has satisfactorily put in six continuous service In a permanent 
post as a probationer. He was only a ‘‘temporary employee” 
as defined in sub-clantc (J) of clause (1) of the Standing Orders 
which lays down that a ‘‘temiporary employee** is one who is 
engaged for work which is of an essentially temporary ch a racier 
or which is likely to be finished within a limited period. Under 
clause 23 of the Standing Orders no temporary employee whether 
monthly paid or weekly paid or piece-rated or probationer or 
Hubstitute whether monthly or weekly paid is entitled to anv 
riotice or pay in lieu thereof if his services arc fermmated. Tjfie 
concerned workman had, therefore, no right to the post. Sri 
J.D, Lai apnearing for the concerned workman has cited a 
decision (195(V67) 5 SCTJ. 3474 (Jaswant Sugar Mills Ltd., 
Meerut Vs. Badri Prasad) in which the distinction between 
“pcftnanent workman’* and ‘temporary workman” has b^'cn 
exolaincd in the light of the Standing Orders annlicahle to 
Jasv^nt Sugar Mills, Meerut, but that case is of no help her© 
as the definition of thes/^ two exnressions a^ given fn th© 
standing orders (Ext. M-7> applicable to Amlabad rolli'^t'v 
ar<* miite d’lfu^rnt from the definitions given In the 
ordcrj applicable to Jaswant Sugar Mills, Meerut .Moreover, 
it is the unchallenged evidence of Sri Birbal Kapur (MW-1) 
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that in pursuance of an administrative decision of M/s. Bhaiat 
Coking Coal Ltd. all hard coke ovens of Amalabad colliery 
were dosed in 1975 and the countinue to be dosed oven now, 
and, therefore, there could not 'be no question of the con^ 
cemed workman being reinstated to the post of Coke Oven 
Ash Mazdoor in the Coke Ovens of Amlabad colliery aa 
claimed by him* 

10, some more decisions have also been cited by cither 
side to which I would also like to refer briefly. 

IL (1950-67) 1 SCU. 104 (Inder Singh & Sons Ltd. Vs 
Their Workmen) and (1950^67) 4 SCLJ.22i8 (Sh^imar Works 
Ltd, Vs, Their workmen) have been cited by Sri R. S. Murty 
appearing on behalf of the manaMment which lay down that 
overstale claims should not generally be encouraged or allowed 
unless there is satisfactory explanation for the delay. Since, 
however, I have held above against the concerned workman 
on merit, it i» not necessary to press these decisions in service 
to non-fuit him. 

11. On the otherhand, Sri J.DXal appearing on behalf 

of the coocmed workman has referred to (1950r67> 6 SCL3. 
3738 (Management of U.B. Dutt & Co. (P) Ltd. Vs. Workmen 
of U.B. Dutt & Co. (P) Ltd. and (1973) 10 SCU 304 Western 
India Match Company Ltd, Vs. Workmen) in which it has been 
held that it is a settled law now, that the Labour Court may 
interfere with the order of discharge where it is satisfied that it 
was made mala fide or was measure of victimisation or un¬ 
fair labour practice or it was a colourable exercise of power and 
was not b^a fide. Since, however, there is no evidence In 
the Instant case to suggest mala fide or victimisation or un¬ 
fair labour practice since these decisions cited by Sri J.D. Lai 
have got no bearing to the facts of the present case. 

12. In the result, it is held that the demand of the workmen 
of Amlabad colliery that the concerned workman, Subal 
Ci^ndra Mukherfec, Coke Oven Ash Mazdoor should be 
reinstated with effect from L3-I972 is not justified and he 
is not entitled to any relief. The award is made and the 
reference is answered accordingly, B\it in the circumstance of 
the case, there will be no order as to cost.

No. L420I2/4/80-D.n.(A) dated 1st April, 1981 made the 
reference of the following dispute to this Tribunal for

2. Shii Harmangal Prasad, Secretary, U.P. Bank Employees 
Union, Kanpur filed the statement of claim on behalf of 
the v/orkman, Shri Ram Lotan Pandey claiming that the 
workman worked for 10 years as Clerk-cum-Godown Keeper 
and on 15-9-75, a charge-sheet, alleging use of highly vulgar 
and abusive language, physically assaulting and causing 
violence on the Manager of Oumti No. 5 Branch of the 
Bank was framed against the workman, for which he was 
awarded punishment of stoppage of one increment per¬ 
manently. The punishment was said to have been given 
against the provisions of Shastry Award, Bi-partite Settle¬ 
ment dated 19-10-66 and against the principles of natural 
Justice and the Union wanted the said punishment to be 
set aside by this Tribunal. 

3, The Management contested the claim and claimed that 
the workman accepted the charge ns correct and the stop¬ 
page of Increment was a punishment imposed on him and 
o proposed punishment vide his letter dated

2 . The State Bank Workers’Organisation (hereinafter referred 

to as the ‘ Organisation”) is a reristered Trade Union having 
its membership in the State Bank of India in Bombay circle 
and its Regional Unit at Nagpur with its area of operafion 
for Vidharbha and Marathwada Regions. It claims to be 
affiliated to National Or gan isation of Bank Workers and 
Bhartiya Mazdoor Sangh. Workman. D. S. Joshi, is alle- 
ged to be the Organisation Secretary of the Organisation 
in Ihc Bombay circle, elected in the meeting of the Organi¬ 
sation at Nagpur on 6tb and 7th October, 1979. The work¬ 
man IS wooing in Na^ur Main Branch of the State Bank 
I Bank by its letter dated 

1-7-1980 (exhibit G-1) informed the workman that it had 
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decided to transfer him permemently to 
Road Branch under the control of the Regional Manager, 
Region II, Nagpur^ as Asstt. Head Cashier on 
DrcS?ation The workman was asked to inforni the B^k 
return' of post whether he was related to any m^twr 
o[ th?™aft tSen working at that Bm^h. The wor^ 
replied to this memo by his 

inter alia, therein that he was an office bearer of the Regi^ 
tered Trade Union and that he was, therefore, entitled to 
posted at the same Branch where he was working as per the 
practice followed in that behalf. He furtter stated m his 
fciter that tbe Bank has no promotion/posting policy which 
has given scope for favouritism and n^otism in 
tion with the recognised Union viz.. State Bank of Inola 
and its Subsidiary Banks Employees Union (tor short Em¬ 
ployees” Union). The workman, therefore, requested the 
Bank that he be posted at the Main Branch, Nagpur, where 
he was working and not to relieve him till the final declsi^ 
in the matter was taken. The workman, according to tw 
Bank, refused to receive the order of his transfer to the 
Central Avenue Road Branch (for short Branch ). 

The Bank, therefore, made a remark at the muster-roll of 
tbe Workman on 25th September, 1980, stating that he was 
transferred to C-A.R. Branch and asking him to join at that 
Branch on 26-9-1980. 


3. Tbe Organisation in its statement of claim dated 
30-1-1982 contended that the action of the Bank In trans¬ 
ferring the workman and other members of the Executive 
Committee and the office bearers of the Organisation was 
in contravention of the provisions in para 537 of Sastry 
Award. The Organisation, therefore raised an industrial 
dispute against the management over the alleged wrongful 
transfers. Durng the pendency of this dispute the manage¬ 
ment transferred some more executive members and office 
bearers of the Organisation to other Branches. In protest 
against this action of the management the OrBanisation 
resorted to hunger strike agitation from 20-9-1980. The 
Organisation states that after this agitation the Bank forci- 
fully relieved tbe workman from Nagpur Main Branch with 
instructions to report at CA.R, Branch as Asstt, Head Cashier. 
His name was removed from the muatcr-roU of Nagpur 
Main Branch. The workman, therefore, went on indefinite 
hunger strike with effect from 26-9-1980. The hunger strike 
agUalion was withdrawn with effect from 2-10-1980, alter 
the mcdlalJpn of oflo Mr. Gongadhar PhadnJs, M.L.C. 
Nagpur. Tile Organisation alleges that the management 
then gave an assurance to cancel the transfers of this work¬ 
man and two other ladies. The management, however. dJd 
not honour this assurance. As tbe workman did not report 
for work at CA.R. Branch the management issued a mcmo»v 
randiim dated 2-10^1980 communicating to the workman 
its decision to debar him for promotion In the award/non¬ 
award categories as also his eligibility to officiate in higher 
catcgoricN even during leave v^ncies for a period of two 
years from 2-1 £>-,1980, This ipmitiunications was issued os 
the workman refused to accept the offer appointing him tc^ 
the post of Asstt. Head Cashigr at CA.R. Branch. 

4. Tbe Orjganisation alleged in the statement of claim 
that the assignment of the work of Asstt. Head Cashier 
to a Cashier does not amount to a promotion. The post 
of Asstt. Hoad Cashier is filled in on the basis of local 
seniority of cashiers, Tbe Bank effected transfers of the 
workman and two other office bearers of the Organisation, 
Kumari Shahtry and Kumari Luley, to appease the recog¬ 
nised union. The Orgainsatlon alleged that the Bank \ 
adopting partisan attitude towards the recognised union, 
TO© O^anisation further alleged that the post of Asstt, 
Head Cashier in a post attracting special allowance only

the tml^ugUed order of tbe Bank is not In accordance with 


the provisfons of Award and settlements. The Organi^- 
tion, therefore, prayed that the action pi 
ferring the workman as Asstt. Head Cashier at C..AR. 
Branch, on six months’ probation be 

Organisation further prayed that the action of the Bank in 
debarring the workman for promotion for two years from 
2-10-1980 be declared as unjustified. The Organisation 
prayed certain other incident relief. 

5. The Bank opposed the claim of the Organisation by 
filing its written statement dated 4-5-1983, raising inter ali^ 
the following pleas. Under the Code of Discipline appli¬ 
cable to the Banking industry the employer Bank have a 
recognised Union i.e. Stale Bank of India and Subsidiary 
Banks Employees^ Union. The Organisation is not a recog¬ 
nised Union as per the Code of Discipline. Tbe employer 
have no knowledge as to whether the workman Joshi is an 
Organising Secretary or otherwise. As the workman claimed 
to ue an office bearer of the Organisation which is not recog¬ 
nised by the employers the question of granting him any 
privileges as an office bearer of the union docs not arise. 
The privileges given to the office bearers of a recognised union 
are the siiDject of an agreement and policy. There was no 
contravention of the provisions in para 537 of the Sastry 
Award as alleged by the Organisation. It was pointed out 
to tne Conciliation Officer that the Organisation being not 
a recognised Union the employer will not be able to ait 
across the table for discussion and as such the Conciliation 
Officer could not validly give any direction in the matter. 
Tbo workman refused to receive the order of his transfer in 
spite of being present in the Bank, and all further attempts 
to serve him with the transfer order by registered post with 
acknowledgement due and also by hand delivery failed. 
Since he refused to receive the transfer order and, the reliev¬ 
ing order which relieved him' from the Branch as at the 
close of tSo business on 25-9-1980, no work was entrusted 
to bim at the Nagpur Main Branch and he was not allowed 
to enter the Cash Department. There was. therefore, no 
alternative for the employer to effect the service of the order 
ot transfer passed in his case in the fashion in which it was 
done. Die employer denied that they adopted any partial 
attitude towards the Employees' Union. The employer 
pleaded that .there were agreements arrived at between the 
State Bank of India and the Employees’ Union on 2nd and 
3rd April, 1973 as also on 23-32-1966. These agreements 
dealt in detail with the procedure for transfers from Cash De¬ 
partment as Tellers. A^stt. Head Cashiers, Cashicr-ln-Ch^ge, 
etc. According to this agreement the promotions of Asstt. 
Head Cashiers are to be made on the basis of Branch senio¬ 
rity. As regards the Nagpur office two vacancies of Asstt, 
Head Cashiers occurred at tbe Branches in Nagpur City, 
one each at Itwari and CA.R. Branch. P. K. Mukherjec 
and the workman, Joshi, were the seniormost persons in the 
seniority list. Mukberjee being the seniormost workman be 
was posted at Itwari Branch where he joined and reported 
for duly and the woi'kman Joshi, submitted a representation 
requesting for his retention at the Nagpur Branch. Tbe 
representation could not be considered. As per the terms of 
the abovcrsaid agreements between the Bank and the Em¬ 
ployees^ Union which is a recognised Union an employee 
who refuses to accept the higher^'promotion will be detarred 
from promotion for a period of two years from the date of 
such refusal.

He* 
therefore, claimed such pokings and “similar protection and 
privilege', He added that the Bank has no promotion/posting 
policy which has given scope for favouritism and repotism in 
collaboration with the so-called recognised Union, by name 
the Employees' Union. After this reply was given by the 
Workman it appears that no any order appointing the work¬ 
man to C.A.R- Branch was made. At any rato It is not pro¬ 
duced on record. However, by an endorsement dated 
25-9-1980 On the muster-roll fexhibit M-1) the Bank direc¬ 
ted the workman to join at C.A.R. Branch and further directed 
by that endorsement that he should be relieved.from the 
Nagpur Main Branch. The exact endorsement on this mustcr- 
rolf is as follows : 


"Shri D, S. Joshi stands relieved from Nagpur Branch 
on 25-9-1980 with instructions to report to the 
Central Avenue Branch.

Accordingly, the workman was not allowed to work at 
Nagpur Main Branch from 26-9-1980. 


7. The question for consideration is whether the conduct 
on the part of the workman amounts to refusal for accepting 
the transfer. In reply to the Bank's communication dated 
1-7-1980 (exhibit 0-1) the workman refused to accent the offer 
of appointment as Asstt. Head Cashicr*at C.A.R. Branch con¬ 
tending that office bearers of registered unions are being 
posted at the same Branch. Hence, he claimed similar pro¬ 
tection and privileges. The Bank denied that their was such 
a praclici of posting the offic© bearers of a registered union 
at the same Branch. Besides, the Bank contended that some 
protection and privileges arc given to the office bearers of 
the recognised Union; the Organisation was not a recogni¬ 
sed Union. No any provision is shown to me on behalf 
of the Organisation that the office bearers of a registered 
union are required to be posted at the same Branch. Se¬ 
condly. the workman contended in his letter dated 3-7-1980 
that the Bank has no promotion/posting policy, which has 
given scope for favouritism and nepotism.

It appears that the BdxU has m its letter dated 1-7-1980 
proposed to transfer ths workmen to C.A.R. Branch. as 
Asstt, Head Cashier on iix month’s probation. It is submitted 
for the Organisation in para 40 of the statement of claim 
that pre-condition of lix months’ probation is not in accord¬ 
ance with the provisions of Awards and, Bi-paitite Settlements. 
It i*. sobmitted that rhen an en?ployee is appointed as an 
As5.tL Head Cashier theie k no change in his grade. He is 
only given special allowance. The Bank, therefore cannot 
put him on probation while appointing as Asstt. Head 
Cashier. This contanticn was not taken bv the workman in 
his icHer dated 3-7-1980, Apart from that I do not find 
any irregularity if ait employee is ptrt on probation when 
he is appointed to a particular post and if that post carries 
a substantial special all w/ance. Such a special allowance is 
given to an employee when he is put in a position involving 
higher responsibilities. If i+ r found to the management 
that a person is not discharging his duties^ properly in the 
higher post I see no reason why the management should not 
be able to revert him hack to his original post in order to 
cnaLle the manage'iient to exercise this power the condi¬ 
tion of probation must have been put. I do not think that 
the proposed order of transfer is bad on that count. 

10. It appears from the correspondence and documents 
placed on record that the grievance of the Organisation was 
that its office bearers we'." fransferred from Main Branch 
to some other Branche*^. The worknxin in his letter dated 
3-7-1980 requested the Bank to post him obviously as Asstt. 
Head Cashier, at the Mai-i Branch If he would have been 
so posted, the irregularities and illegalities pointed out by 
the workman would not have come in the picture I, there¬ 
fore think that the workman was agrieved because he was not 
posted as Asstt. Head Cashier at the Main Branch. Hi^ re¬ 
fusal to accept the transfer is, in my opinion, not iusti- 
fied. TOe Organisation has alleged that the management has 
be“n indulging in favouritism and nepotisrn in effecting 
transfers. I am not called unon in this refcT-ence to investi¬ 
gate into those charges. The admitted position is that the 
workiron was the seniormost Cashier in Nagpur 0>«r when h^ 
w.'^s proposed to be appoint'"d as Head Cashier There 

was a vacancy of that post at C.AR. Branch. There was 
no vacan^’v at Nappur Main Branch Tfnless someboHv work¬ 
ing in that Branch wa<5 transferred dsewrere T thtnk tVe 
workman net fustified ir refusing to accept h’s transfer 
to C A.R. B^-anch. 


II. The next and important Question, however, is whether 
the action of the management of State Bank of India in 
debarring the workman, Cashier, from promotion for two 
years from 2-8-1980 is justified. It appears that on 2-10-1980 
the workman informed the Bank that he. was unable to ac¬ 
cept the offer of his posting as Asstt- Head Cashier at 
C.A.R. Branch, Nagpur. After the receipt of that letter the 
Bank informed him by its letter of the samt- date (exhibit 


“by virtue of your above refusal you are debarred from 
promotionsjhigher appointment in the Award and| 
or Non-Award Category for a period of 2 years as 
from the 2nd October 1980. The Banjk is proceed- 
ihg to cons^’der the next eligible employee for the 
post. Further, you will not be eligible to officiate 
in higher capacities even during leave vacancies.” 

It appears that^ thereafter Raje who had come to Nagpur 
on 22-8-1980 being the seniormost Cashier was appointed 
as A*!stk Head Cashier at C.A.R. Branch. The question is 
whether the above order of the Bank is iustified. It appears 
from» that the communication of the Bank, dated 1-7-1980, 
Wac not an actual tmnsfer. It conv^eved to the workman its 
decision to transfer him. The workman refused to be transfer¬ 
red to CA.R. Branch and reaue<iifd that he mav be posted 
at Main Branch B appears that thereafter the Bank Hid pot 
issn<‘ any order of transfer At pn'fr rate pn sn^h ord-^^ of

12. Apart from this, the main difficulty in the wav of 
the Bank is its own circular dated 28-4-1,73 (exhibit M-4). 
The Bank has relied upon this circular m para 24 of its writ¬ 
ten staternent dated 4-5-1982. That is a circular issued by 
the Bankas'Perslinnel Department to the Branch Managers 
of all the Branches in Bombay circle. It was conceded before 
me that the Nagpur Main Branch falls under Bombay circle. 
That circular deals with appointments of Tellejs. Asstt. 
Head Cashiers, Cashiers-in-Charge and Head Clerks. The first 
three clauses of the circular deal with the appointment of 
Tellers. Clause (iv) deals with the appointments of Asstt. 
Head Cashiers, etc. That clause provides;— 

“Appointments of Assistant Head Cashiers will be made 
on the basis of branch seniority. In case where the 
Bank has more than one branch in a city appoint¬ 
ments will be made on the basis of city seniority. 
If an Assistant Head Cashier refuses to accept the 
appointment of Dy, Head Cashier or Cashier-in- 
charge, he will be debarred from being considered 
for higher promotion I appointment as per existing 
rules.”, 

It will be seen from the above provision that it does not 
provide that if a Cashier rufubcs to accept the appointment 
as Asstt. Head Cashier he will be debarred from being con¬ 
sidered for higher promotion|appointment as per existing 
rules. Reliance is placed on behalf of the Bank upon para 
8(a) in Section Vn(B) from the ‘Tland Book on Staff 
Matters” (part U). It is a printed note book. Section VTt 
(B) deals with higher appointments for Clerks 1 Cashiers. 
Clause 8(a) and (b) provide as follows;—> 

“(a) An employee who is offered higher appointment 
in the OericalJCash Department required to 
comnyjnicate his acceptance or otherwise of the 
appointment within 8 days with effect from the 
date on which he is informed of his appointment. 

(b) If he refuses to accept the post or does not In- 
35E5!e his willingness within the stipulated period, 
he is debafred from promotionslhigher appoint¬ 
ments in the “A^ard” or Nen-Award category for 
a period of 2 years and the Bank then proceeds to 
consider the next eligible employee for the post. 
An employee so debarred is not eligible to offi¬ 
ciate in higher capacities even during leave va¬ 
cancies.” 

The provisions in the said book are referred to by the 
Bank’s witness, Koteshwar. It is submitted for the Bank 
that the ipost of Asstt. Head Cashier is higher appointment 
and as the workman refused to accept that post he was 
Hable to be debarred under the said provisions in the Hand 
Book. It IS submitted for the Organisation that these provi¬ 
sions in the Hand Book are not based on ^ny agreement 
between the Bank and its employees and that, therefore, 
those provisions have no force. I am unable to accept this 
subitjission. No doubt, the Bank would not be competent to 
introdixe certain provisions which are in conflict with the 
agreements or settlements or awards governing the field. 
However, the power to lay down policy in the matter of 
appointments and promotions cannot be refused to the Bank 
unless it was at variance with what was already provided in 
the agreements, settlements or awards governing the field 
The difficulty, however, in the way of the Bank is the cir¬ 
cular dated 28th April, 1973 (exhibit M-4) which is based 
on the agreen^ent between the Bank and its employees. That 
agreement provides that if an Asstt. Head Cashier refuses to 
accept the appointment of Deputy Head Cashier he will be 
debarred from being considered for higher promotionfappomt- 
ment. How'"ver, there is no corresponding provision for 
puniching the cashier if a.. Cashier refuse^^ to accept the 
appointment as Asstt. Head Cashier The Bank ha^ not ^x- 
plained this ^vision in the said circular I am, therefore, 
^ the view tWt th- imnugned order of debarment (exhibit 
0-22> nasc^d by the B'ank against Cashier, foshi; i 

The workman, therefore vAll not be liable t- the 
disabiliTies contemplated bv the said order, exhibit 0-22. 

13. My award accordingly. No order as to costs.

The Government of India, Ministry of Labour, by order 
No. L-12012/50/82-D.II(A) dated 5th November, 1982, in 
exercise of the powers^ conferred by clause (d) of sub¬ 
section (1) of J^ction 10 of the Industrial Disputes Act, 
1947 (14 of 1947), have referred to this Tribunal lor 
adjudication an industrial between the employers * in re¬ 
lation to the management of State Bank of India, Nagpur 
and their workmen in respect of the matters specified in the

If not, 
to what relief are the workmen concerned entitled ?

advertisements, leaflets, etc., that they were going to make 
rowdy demonstrations before the Chairman on 12-9-1981. 
The Bank, therefore, filed a Civil Suit No. 1128 of 1981 
in the Civil Court at Nagpur and obtained temporary in¬ 
junction against the members of the Organisation res¬ 
training them from staging demonstrations during office 
hours, or outside office hours, within the premises of the 
offices of the State Bank of India at Nagpur, It is the case of 
the Bank that notwithstanding the temporary in¬ 
junction issued against them many of the work¬ 
men of the State Bank of India including P. K. Choubc 
and S.K. Bhishikar who were working in the Nagpur Branch 
of the State Bank of India and other workmen participated 
in the demonstrations. The Bank issued suspension orders 
against Choube, Bhishikar, Bakare and Kher along with 
some other workmen. The Bank alleged that they raised 
very indecent slogans against the officers of the Bank, in¬ 
cluding the Chairman and thus behaved in a manner highly 
prejudicial to the interest of the Bank. 

3. In the statement of claim filed by the Organisation 
it is contended as follows. The suspension of each of the 
workmen is mala fide wrongful and, therefore, illegal. The 
Organisation is affiliated to National Organisation of Bank 
Workers and Bhartiya Mazdoor Sangh. The Organisation 
came to be established in the State Bank of India (in 
Vidarbha Region) for the fipt time in 1979. At that time 
there was already a recognised union in the Bank^ which 
was in majority viz., the Employees Union. This union ha^ 
been recognised by the Bank. Even though the Organisation 
has been registered under the Trade Unions Act and has been 
getting substantial support from the award staff employees 
of the State Bank, the Bank obstinately refused to have 
any dialogue with the Organisation even in respect of the 
disputes pertaining to its members. This attitude of the 
Bank led it to indulge into activities directed towards 
wiping out the very existence of the Organisation. In the 
State Bank of India there is a recognised All India Fede¬ 
ration which represents the majority of the Bank employees 
on all India basis and is called Representation Federation 
having the right to deal with matters of all India interest 
like general questions concerning the terms of employment 
and service conditions of employees of the Bank. This 
Federation signed Bipartite Settlements in 1967, 1970 modi¬ 
fying the provisions of the Sastry and Desai Awards. The 
National Organisation of the Bank Workers and the Indian 
Banks Association bv a memorandum of settlement dated 
1st August, 1979 between the management of 49 ‘A’ class 
Banks, and their workmen as represented by National 
Organisation of Bank Workers agreed in respect of State 
Bank of India that the provisions of Sastry and Desai 
Awards as modified by the settlements of 1967, 1970 shall 
govern the service conditions of the workman to the extent 
that the same are modified by the settlements.

2. On 12-9-1981 demonstrations v«re held between 9.00 
A.M. to 10.00 A.M. by the Vidartha Bank Employees’ 
Federation in the premises or the Regional Office of the 
State Bank of India, Na^Hir According to the State Bank 
Workers’ Organisation (hereinafter referred to as the 
“Organisation”) these demonstrations were hald outside the 
compound of the Bank i.e. on the main read. The Cl^ir- 
man of the State Bank of India had visited Nagpur office 
in connection with the opening ceremony of the new 
regional office which was to be opened by him on 
12-9-1981 The workmen who arc under suspension are 
membere of the Organisation, a union which is not recog¬ 
nised by fhc Bank. The Bank has recognised the other 
union by name State Bank of Inffia and Subsidiary B^ks 
Emplovees Union (for short the Employes Union ). The 
Bank alleges that it has recognised this Union under the 
Code of Discipline. According to the Bank, the workers of 
the^ Organisat^n declared their intention through various 


4. The Organisation further stated in its statement ^ of 
claim that the suspension of the workmen, the issue which 
has been covered by this reference is a nart of the operation 
of the management of the Bank directed towards wiping out 
the existence of the Organisation. The Organisation further 
pleaded as follows. The suspension orders have not been 
issued bonafide. They are not issued for administrative 
reasons. They, therefore, suffer from the vice of mala fides. 
On similar occasions, the behavious of the members of 
the rival Employees Unio^i was never considered to be a 
misconduct. Tbe workmen covered by the reference have 
been noted out a different prejudicial treatment. The exer¬ 
cise of power of suspension by the mana^ment in the 
instant cases is by way of victimisation. So far as the 
demonstrations are concerned, they were held outside the 
compound of the Bank on the main road. They were per¬ 
fectly peaceful. The police permission was sou^t for 
enaging loud speakers. The police also were present on the 
scene. The demonstrations were held to bring to the notice 
of the Chairman of the Bank the grievances of the em¬ 
ployees. It was submitted that the workmen covered by 
this reference were not present on the scene. These demon¬ 
strations were beyond the office hours. In spite of this, 
the orders of suspension were issued against the four work¬ 
men. These orders did not specify the misconduct w^th 
which the workmen were to be charged. The demonstration 
w’ere held at a distance of about 200 feet from the place 
where the officers w^ere sitting and it was impossible for any 
of them to precisely know as to who were in the crowd or 
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that which of them shouted the specific sloKans. The 
Oiganisatian further submitted that ordinarily sijspensicin 
orders are issued to Vvorkmcn ch;irged with misconduct for 
specific reasons. The Bank: has issued ,i letter dated 26lh 
May, 1^82, in which the management has listed grounds 
for which an employee may be suspended and for no other 
reason. The orders of suspension are in contravention of 
the provisions in paia 521(10) of the Sastiy Aw^ard. The 
suspension orders W’erc issued before the commencement of 
the departmental inquiry started against the four workmen. 
The orders, therefore, suspending the workman before the 
issue of charge-sheet are bad in law and violative of the 
provisions in para 521(10) of the Sastry’ Award. The sus¬ 
pension orders amount to an illegal lock-out by the 
management and, therefore, are in contravention of section 
23(b)" and Section 33 of the Industrial disputes Act. They 
are issued with a view to suppress the legitimate activities 
of the disputant Organisation. The demonstrations held on 
12th September, 1^81. by the Vidarbha Bank Employees’ 
Federation were a legitimate trade union activity, in order 
to fuither the interests of its affiliate unions. Assuming 
that the workmen were present on the scene, without 
admitting the same, it cannot be said that they committed 
□nv misconduct. The Organisation.therefore, prayed that 
the action of the management of Slate Bank of India m 
suspending the workmen with effect from the dates men¬ 
tioned against Their names be declared as unjustified and 
Thai the "workmen be treated as on duty and arrears of 
wages be paid-to them, 

5. The Rank in its written statement contended that 
notwithstanding the temporary injunction issued against 
the workmen of the Bank in n Civil Suit filed bv the Bank, 
the workmen concerned participated in the demonstrations 
and were identified bv the responsible JitafT of the Bank. 
The nets indulged by the workmen were highly prejudicial 
to the maintenance of discipline. The acts of the workmen 
amounted to a misconduct wathin the meaning of the Sastrv 
Award. Till such lime the inciuiry was held these workmen 
were suspended. As the workmen denied having participated 
in the demonstrations it had become necessary for the Bank 
to conduct an inquiry to find out the truth or otherwise of 
the allegations against the workmen, A chargc-shcct was, 
therefore, issued on 31-10-1981. The two workmen viz., 
Bhishikar and Choube did not participate in the inquiry 
held against them. Thereafter. Bhishikar obtained an ex-parte 
iniunction restraining the Bank from proceeding further wdth 
the ipniiirv. The workmen are guilty of maior misconduct 
and :dt of them indulged in the nets of gross indicipHne, 
damagipe the reputation of the Bank. On these pleas the 
Bank contended that the suspension orders issued against 
the workmen w^ere justified. 

6. The Office Manager. State Bank of India, Regional 
OlRce. Nagpur, filed additional written statement in respect 
of Kher and Bakare as he is the disciplinary authority in 
respect of these tw \3 workmen. He submitted that the sus¬ 
pension order of the workmen, was necessaiT for conducting 

nn inquiry into the acts of misconduct alleged against them. 

7. By its rejoinder filed on 19th February, 1983, the 

Organisation denied the contentions raised by the Rank 
in written statement and reitcrat!?d its contentions in 
the slnlement of claim. 

8. The first point that arises for my consideration in this 
reference is w^hether the action of the Rank in keeping 
under suspension the four workmen named in the annexure 

to the schedule or reference is justified. 

The parties have led documentary as well as oral 

evidence. The Organisation has examined four witnesses. 
Out of’ them three are the w’orkmcn against whom the 
orders of suspension are issuc\l CW-1 examined by the 
Organisation is ong vSatish T. Sahasrahiu^he, w’ho is the 
Deputy General Secrctaiy of the Viderbha Khandesh Banks 
Employees’ Federation. It appears that the Organisation 
is one of the unions nffiliated to this Federation. The sus- 
renston orders ex. C-1 to C-4 are issued against the four 
workmen on the allegations that on 12th September, 1981, 
they along with others shouted some disparaging nbu8i\'e 
slogans at the in-gate and at the iron railing in front of 

the main entrance of the new building of the Regional 

office premises before, and on the arrival of the Chairman 


of the Bank for inauguration function where? invitees from 
the public also had come in the premises and they thus 
behaved in an indecent manner highly prejudiciid to the 
interest of the Bank, Some six slogans arc mentioned In 
the suspension orders. These orders were issued on 14th 
September and 15th September 1981. Tho oral evidence 
led by the Organisation is to the effect that the four work¬ 
men did nut participate in the demonsiralions and that 
they did not raise slogans as alleged by the Bank, The Bank 
has examined one witness viz., M.D. Wakhare in otd&r to 
prove that the four workmen w'crc amongst the demons¬ 
trators and that the participants in the demonstrations had 
raised the slogans. It is argued for the Organisation that 
the evidence of the witness wbo is a Junior Security Officer 
in the Bank is not reliable and that at any rate it docs 
not prove satisfactorily that the four workmen had raised 
slogans. It appears that these workmen have been subso- 
quenily charge-shcctcd for the misconduct allegeAl to have 
been committed by them in taking part in the demon¬ 
strations. 


lO.Rdying upon the decision of the Supreme Court in 
the management Hotel Imperial v. Hotel Workers’ Union 
(AIR 1959 S.C. 1342), it is submitted for the Organisation 
that there is no inherent right in the employer to suspend 
the workmen. Such right of suspension has to be necessarily 
created by an express term of the contract of service or 
the statutory terms and conditions governing the services. 
It is pointed out that procedure for taking disciplinary action 
has been laid down in para 521 of the Sastry Award. 
Reliance Is placed on sub-para (10) thereof. It lays 
dowu :— 


“(a) An employee against whom disciplinary act.'on 
is proposed or likely to be taken shall l’>e given a 
charge sheet clearly setting forth the circum¬ 
stances appearing against him and a date shall be 
fixed for enquiry ... 


Sub-para (10) in clause (b) provides that pending such 
inquiry he (an employee) may be siispeudcxl_ Relying upon 
these provisions it is urged that an employee may be su.s- 
pended only after a charge-sheet is filed in the inquiry 
proceedings, proposed or likely to be taken against him. 
Reliance is placed upon the decision of the Allahabad High 
Court in Second Appeal No. 291 of 1973 decided on 9th 
Fcbruar\', 1977. An uncertified copy of the judgement is 
produced on record. The expression “pending such inquiry” 
in para 521(10) (b) of the Sastry Award came to be cons¬ 
trued in that decision. The Allahabad High Court 
observed 

“The use of the expression ‘Pending such Enquiry’ in 
clause (b) clearly indicates that the power of sus¬ 
pension can be exercised only during the pendency 
of enquiry provided for in clause (a). That 
enquiry is preceeded by a charge-sheet served on 
the employee clearly setting forth the circumstances 
appearing against him. Before such a charge- 
sheet is submitted, which is the starting point of 
the enquiry exercise of the powder of suspension is 
not contemplated.” 

It was contended before the Allahabad High Court that 
the Bank under its inherent powder, as an employer could 
suspend' the employee at any stage. That contention was 
over-ruled with the observation that the matter relating 
to the power of suspension being incorporated in the Award, 
there appears to be no merit in the contention that the 
Bank under the inherent power, as an employer, could 
suspend the employee at any stage. The Allahabad High 
Court held that on the plain language of para 521(10) (bi.^ 
it must be held that the order of suspension passed before 
the charge-sheet had been served on the plaintiff was with¬ 
out jurisdiction and ineffectual. Now, in the present ease 
the charge-sheets w^cre issued against the two woirkmen on 
30th October, 19fi1, and against the two rcm’iinrn^ work¬ 
men on 31st October, 1981. The orders of suspension were 
issued long before these dates i.e. on I4fh September and 
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15th September, 1981. It Is, however, posbibJe to argue 
that paia 521(1(1) (b) enables the Banks of is^iuc ordeis of 
suspension ufier mquiiy proceedings aie commonced 
by issue of a charge'shect; that provision, however, does 
not prevent a Bank from passing orders pf suspension 
bofo)c the inquiiy proceedings stait. It uan be argued that 
the provisions in para 521(10) of the Saatiy Award do 
not exhaustively deal with the power of suspension. It 
would 'be open for the Banks to show that they have 
powers to suspend an employee even before the inquiiy 
proccedingfi start. The Banks. howc\cr, will have to show 
that such power exists, and that they can issue orders of 
suspension even before the inquiry starts in suitable eases 
of misconduct. The question, however, would be whether 
the Banks have such power apart from the provisions in 
para 521(10) of the Sastry Award and if ves, undci what 
circumstances such powers can be exercised. 

11. Reliance was placed by the OTganisalkm on a decision 
of the Siinrcme Court in the case of P. R. Naik v. Union of 
Tndui fAIR 1972 at Page 5.54). Rule 3(1) of All India Services 
(Discipline and Appeal) Rules 1969 came up for interpreta¬ 
tion of the Supreme Court in that case. While construing 
th^t dhei Supreme Court held that an oiJer of suspen¬ 
sion made bcfoic the actual initiation or commencement 
of disciplinary proceedings is bad, Tn that casc^ it was 
also observed that there was no inheient power of jurisdic¬ 
tion postulated by the fundamental rules or anv other rule 
governing the appellant's conditions of service. The appellant 
there was a member of the India Civil Service governed 
by All India Services (D&Al Rules, 1969. Tt is tiue that it 
is not a ca&c concerning a Bank employee, but the princinlcs 
laid down can be taken into consideration while deciding 
the present reference. 

12 The evidence in this ease was closed on 19th August, 
1983. Mr, Cffnudhan for the Organisation bc^an his argu¬ 
ments on that day. [ was camping at Nagpur m connection 
with ILv hearings of the references from 17th to 20th 
August 1983. As soon as Mr. Chaudhari began his argu¬ 
ments 1 asked Mr. Khan, the representative ot the Bank, 
to point out to me the provisions under which the Bank 
derived the power of suspension, apart fiom the provisions 
in the Sustry Award. No such provisions were pointed out. 
Mr. Khan was not ready to answer itse quevv. Even though 
I wanted to linish the arguments at Nagpur, I grunted lime 
to ^fr. Khan to advance his arguments at Bombay on 29tn 
August, 1983. K is clear that tl>e power of suspension must 
be exercised within the framewoik oU tjic provisions from 
which such power flow^s. 

13. Assuming that the Bank hasMnhercnt power to suspend 
its employees the questiCm is under what circumstances such, 
a power can be used. The Kerala High Court in the case 
of K. K. Ramankutty v. State of Kerala (1973 L.I.C. 496) 
observed:—■ 


authority takes note of such ullcgationc) imd is of 
opinion after some preliminary enquiries that the 
circumstances of the case justify further investiga¬ 
tion to be made before definite charges can be 
framed, it would not be improper to remove the 
officer concerned from the sphere of his activity 
inasmuch as it may be necessary to find out facts 
from people working under him or look into papers 
which are in bis custody and it would be embanas- 
fiing and inopportune both for the officer concerned 
as well as to those 'whose duty it was to make the 
enquiry to do so while the officer was present ut tl?e 
spot. Such a situation can be avoided either by 
transferring the officer to some other place or by 
temporarily putting him out of action by making 
an order of suspension.'” 

15. The question, therefore, that arises is that assuming 
that the Bank has a power to issue order of suspension whe¬ 
ther in the circumstances of the case the suspension orders 
were vvarranteJ or justified. I do not think that the Bank 
was jll'^lihed in resorting to the orders of suspension in the 
circumstances of the case. Tn other words, the question is 
whether there were serious allegations oi misconduct im¬ 
puted to the workmen or the investigation or inquiry into 
the alleged ftiisconduct was going to be hainpeicd by unless 
they were put out of only by making the order of suspen¬ 
sion. I do not think that such circumstances existed in tfua 
case. Tara 521(4) of the Sastry Award defines the expression 
"gross misconduct”. One of the acts of gro^s misconduct is 
enumerated in clause (c) thereof. It speaks of ‘'drunkenness 
or riotous or disorderly or indecent behaviour on the pie- 
miscs of the bank”. The evidence of fisc management’s wit¬ 
ness Wakhare shows that initially the dcmonslrutions took 
place outside the in-gate of the Bank’s premi'‘.es i.c. outside 
on the road. As soon as tijs Chairman came the demonstra¬ 
tors shifted in between in-gate and the out-gute at the ccntie 
nut side the compound of the Bank. Konie of them were 
standing on the compound also. Tt cannot, therefore, be 
dcfinitelv said that the denionstrationiJ \vcrc held on the 
premises of the Bank. 

16, The Organisation has produced a copy of the letter 
dated 26th May, 1982 addressed by the Deputy Managing 
Director (Personnel and Services), Ccnliul Officer, Bombay, 
to all the local head offices. That such a letter has been 
issued has not been specifically denied on behalf of the 
Bank. An affidavit has been filed on 29ih August, 1983 on 
behalf of the Organisation to say that such a letter was 
issued by the State Bank of India. Jn that letter the officer 
issuing the letter has given guidelines as to when an officifll 
mav generally be placed under suspension, riiose guidelifies 
will show that the official has to be placed under suspension 
ntilv in Cases Of serious misconduct. A few circumstances 
laid down in that circular may be quoted:— 


'‘The suspcnsiofi wl^en disciplinary proceedings are ink 
tiated is not to be intended as a punishment. The^ 
order of suspension should noi normally ^IcpcnJ 
merely on the gravity of charges but should depend 
upon a consideration of the question whether it is 
necessary^ to keep him .away from the post that 
he occupies. Its objective is to remove him from 
his sphere of inlluencc during the Investigation into 
and trial of the chaigcs against him and this may 
be necessary to avoid embarrassment to the officer 
as well as his subordinates and associates in office* 
It may be that records which arc in his custody 
may have to be looked into. His colleagues or sub¬ 
ordinates or .sometimes even his superiors in office 
may have to be questioned. The situation could be 
met by the officer being kept under suspension or 
in Home eases merely by transferring the oHicer 
away fiom thc scene, the choice necessarily de¬ 
pending upon the exigencies of the situation.” 


14. The Supreme Court in the‘ case of Government of 
-4^ InJid v. Tarak Nath Ghosh (1971 L.I.C. 487) in regard to 
suspension observed as follows:— 


‘When serious allegations of misconduct arc imputed 
against h member of a Service norrpally it would 
iwit be desirable to allow him to continue in the 
post where he was functioning. If the. disciplinary

c^bc, It was also contended on belialf of .(hp Organisation 
that the su^ension, orders have not been issued bonafide 
fmd they suffer front the vice of rnttla lides. Tt is submitted 
that on simtlai;, occasions the behaviour of the members of 
the rival union Jvas never considered to be a misconduct. 
It lb also contended that the suspension, of the employees 
covered by the rtference is an act of victimiwtm and the 
si’.srension orders have been issued by the Bank to‘syipe out 
ilie disputant Organisation. On lOth Tune; Organi- 

sation fl ed an application praying that this Tribunal be 
It to serve interrogatones on the Bank. 
.It was suggested n some of the interrogatories that the 
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iflcmbers of the recognised union had some occasions staged 
demonstrations and had raised slogans for which they wcic 
charge sheeted, but they were not siLspi,.iided 1 disallowed 
that application The Organisation sought that infoimation 
fiom the Bank in order to prove its plea of malafides. I, 
however, directed the Organisation that they may file on 
alFdavit containing the allegations, if any, that m similar 
situation the members of the rival union were diifcrently 
treated Accordingly, the Secretary of the Organisation filed 
his affidavit on 16th July, 1983 It was stated there that 
even though the members of the rival recognised union were 
chorgc-shceted for indulging m dcmonstrVions they were 
pot placed under suspension He quoted the instances In 
the coLTter statement filed on behalf of the Bank on 17th 
Au^fust, 1983 those allegations arc not specifically denied 
It IS suggested on behalf of the Bank m that statement 
that the alleged action of the Bank in not suspcndinit the 
other employees is not iclevant for the purpose of deciding 
this reference The Bank denied that the orders of suspen¬ 
sion of these workmen are the acts of victimisation or that 
the orders issued suffer from malafides Any way, it is not 
necessary to find out whether the orders of suspension suffer 
from malafides, as I have held that m the facts and cir- 
cuiTisianccs of the case the orders of suspension were not 
justified I must make it clear that I have not held that 
the workmen concerned have not been gudty of any mis¬ 
conduct What I have found is that assuming there was 
some misconduct it was not so grave as to justify the orders 
of suspension I have also held that the orders of suspen¬ 
sion are bad as they were issued before the commencement 
of the inquiry proceedings against them* 


17 This reference was fixed for recording o\idcnce and 
hearing and arguments at Nagpur on 17 th August, 1983 
On 17ih August, 1983 tbc Organisation examined its four 
witnesses The Bank exammed one witness On that day the 
Bank made an application that it wanted to examine one 
Bengali I gave time to the Bank till 19-8-1983 to examine 
Bengali Again the Bonk moved an application on 18th 
August 1983 for three weeks time to examine Bengali. Mr. 
Chaudhari for the Organisation objected to this ^application 
and stated that the witness Bengali was at Nagpur and was 
seen in the office of the Chief Regional Manager at Nagpur 
on that day I gave timo to the Bank to examine 
Bengali on 20th August, 1983 In the application dated 20lh 
August, 1983, the Bank stated that Bengali had come to 
Nagpur on 19th August, 1983, and was operated upon by 
Dr Gowardhan fpr piles on the same dav The certificate 
of Dr Gowardhan attached to the application did not show 
thai he was operated upon Mr. Chaudbary had stated while 
objecting to the application of the Bank filed on 19rh 
August, 1983 for adjournment that Bengali was seen m the 
office of the Chief Regional Manager cn that day The Bank 
could have examined Bengali cither on 17th or 18th August, 
1981 The Bank was not diligent m doing so When Mr. 
Khan for the Bank again applied on 20th August, 1983 
for two or three weeks' time to enable him to examine 
Bougali J asked him to state what evidence Bengali was 
going to give Mr Khan stated that it was not possible for 
him to slate at that stage what evidence Bengali was going 
to g'vc t rejected that application No prejudice is caused 
to the Bank on account of non-exammation of Bengali 
as I have based my findings mostly on legal consideration. 


18 Mr Chaudhari for the Organisation advanced his 
arguments on 19th August, 1983 and 20th August, 1983. The 
representative of the Bank was not ready for arguments on 
that daj I gave him time for arguments at Bombay till 
2yth August, 1983 The Bank sent an application dated 
24th August, 1983 by post stating therein that it was not 
ready for arguments I rejected that application 1 have given 
my reasons for tbc same, in my order dated 29th August, 
J983 If the representative of the Organisation could argue 
the matter on 19-8-1983 there was no reason why tbc Bajjk 
should not have been able to advance its arguments on 
20-8-1983 Still I gave time to the Bank to argue on 29-8^1983 
I rejected the application of the Bank ^ent by post for fur* 
ther adjournment This was on 29-8-1983. 

19 The next question is to what relief the workman con* 
cerned arc entitled The workman, m my view, would be 


entitled to full wages and allowances and to all other privi¬ 
leges for the period of suspension However, it aproars 
that some of these workman have oblamed orders or m- 
1 unction from Court restraining the Bank from proceeding 
further with the inquiry On the completion of inquiries it 
would have been possible for the Bank to pass appropriate 
oulers regarding suspension Suspension orders would have 
stood vacated after the inquiry proceedings came to an end. 
Obviously, the stay orders obtained by the workman cither 
from the Court or some other authority have obstructed the 
ctmplelion of the inquiry proceedings I would, therefore, 
direct that the workman concerned who have obtained 
such stay orders, will not be entitled to any pay and alio* 
v^anecs and other privileges for the period during which 
inquiries could not be proceeded wyh on account of such 
stay orders obtained by them 

20 During the pendency of this reference the Organi¬ 
sation had made a prayer in complaint No CGTr-2 of 1983 
that pending the disposal of that comnlaint the Bank may 
be restrained from proceeding with the inquiry aginst Bhlshi- 
kar I did not stay the inquiry proceedings I had. bow-< 
ever, directed that the Baijk will not pass final order of 
punishment, if any, until further orders from this Tribunal. 
Today I have vacated that injunction The Bank will be 
free to pass final orders in that inquiry proceeding upless 
the Bank is restrained from doing so by any other authority. 


21 The question is for what period the Bank will not 
be liable to pay, pay and allowances, etc, on account of 
rn> ^der restraining the Bank from not passing final order 
of pmnshment, if any, in the inquiry against Bhishikar. I 
did not stay the inquiry proceeding I only diiectcd not to 
pass final order of punishment The Bank will^ thercfoic, 
not be able to withhold pay and allowance for the period 
taken by such inquiry till the proceeding was ripe for final 
order The Bank, however, will not bo liable to pay, pay 
and allowance for the time during which the Bank could 
not pass final order as regards punishment on account of my 
said injunction I have vacated that order today by making 
an order to that effect in the said complaint. It should be 
possible for the Bank now to pass final orders as regards 
puni&hmcnt, if any, (which was stayed by me) on or before 
31-10-1983 So the Bank will not be liable to pay, pay and 
allowance and other privileges, if any, from the above 
point of time 31-10-1983, or up to the day on which 
the final order sm regards punishment if any, or otherwise, 
IS passed whichever date is earlier. This will apply to the 
case of Bhishikar as the complaint-application vvaa in respect 
of Bbishikar. However, if the Bank has withheld passing of 
final orders of punishment, if any, in the case of otlicr 
workman, boinaflde interpreting that my injunction was 
applicable to other workman also, the Bank will not be 
liable to pay, pay and allowances ind other privileges, if 
any, to other workman in similar manner, for the period 
mentioned above 


I bold that the suspension orders issued by the Bank 
are not justified. The workmen concerned, therefore, will 
be entitled to pay and allowances and other privileges 
the penotT of suspension excluding th* period which is 
covered b> the slay orders obtained by the workman restrain¬ 
ing the Bank from proceeding with the inquiries, and in the 
case of Bhlshikar and other workman m whoso cases final

AWARD 

Dated, September 10, 1983 

The Central Government has referred the industrial dis¬ 
pute between the management of United Western Bank Ijd, 
and their workmen aggrieved by the supersession of Shri 
V. D. Kulkarni, Peon of the Bank. The depute, which has 
been referred under Section 10 of the Industrial Disputes 
Act, 1947 for adjudication to this Tribunal in the foUov/in^ 
terms:— 

’Whether the action of the management of United 
Western Bank Limited, Satara in allowing super- 
session of Shri V. D. Kulkarni, Peon of United 
Western Bank Limited, Indore Branch in the matter 
of posting as Cash Peon with effect from 1st De¬ 
cember, 1978 was justified ? If not, to what relief 
is the concerned workman cntitxpd 

2, Shri V. D, Kulkarni at the relevant time w'as junior 
to Shri Lashkari and senior to Ashok Rabinj, both em¬ 
ployed as Peons in the United Western Bank Limited (hcrc- 
mattcr referred to as the Bank). In about the year 1978 
the management of the said Bank decided to give special 
allowances to the peons holding the charge of Daftari and 
those charged with duties of a Cash Peon, Shri Lashkari 
being senior was made Daftari and given the allowance of 
that post. Though Kulkarni was the ncAt senior Peon* be 
was not given the Cash Peon s charge and it was Ashok 
Rabinj the next senior person who v/as made the Cash 
Peon. Ashok Rahiuj started drawing ihe Cash Peon’s allow¬ 
ance. 

3. The Management was sought to explain tne supersession 
by adducing two reasons, first, that Mr. Kulkarni was ex¬ 
pecting to be appointed as Bill Collector which post canicd 
oettcr allowance, he, therefore, specifically agreed that the 
next senior man i.c., Mr. Rabinj be made Cash Peon. It 
so turned out that his application for llie post of Bill Col¬ 
lector was rejected by the Head Office and he did not there¬ 
fore get the Bill Collector’s allowance. He had, however, 
specifically- t^ecd that the Cash Peon’s post be given to 
Kafiinj. Sccomlly it is urged that at the bottom of all this 
trouble are the rancorous rivalries of the Union and Mr. 
Kulkarni was induced to resile from his agreement. Rahinj 
l^d left one Union and joined the other and, therefore, the 
dispute was raked up after u lapse of 14 months. It is 
argued that had Kulkarni any grievance against Rahinj being 
given the post of Cash Peon he would have immediately 
represented and objected. Rabinj had been performing the 
^tjfs of a Cash Pcon whenever the incumbent was absent. 
Mr. Kulkarni was likely to be posted as Bill Collector which 
thp^rafiT^P a better allowance. - He had reason to refuse 
the Cash Peons post. Since Mr. Kulkarni bad specifically 

he heard 

to make a grievance or complaint against hu supersession. 

According to party No. 2, the workmen's Union Raliini 
was favoured by the Branch Manager and for no reason 


Kulkarni had been superseded, Kulkarni was being given 
assurances by the management that he would be given tne 
Bill Collcctov’M allowance. Kulkarni had .made representations 
aG;ainst bis supersession. He was given a false hope that he 
would gel the Bill Collector’s allowance. HvcntuaUy. when 
his aprheation for Bill Collector’s allovt^nncc was refused 
by Ihc Head Office, he through the Union made icpreseii- 
tauons to the Bank against bis supersession. The Union at- 
seris that Kulkarni had never agreed for Hahmj being made 
the Cash Pcon superseding him. He would not deny hipelf 
the allowance payable as a Cash Peon. The stand of the 
management that he had agreed and consented to R^nj s 
appointment is clearly an after thought. As regards the 
delay it is evplaincd by the reason that Kulkarni hud ^cn 
kepi in the false hope that he would be paid the Bdl Col- 
lector’s allowance so that he may not make any vcpre^nlu- 
lion against the appointment of Rahinj as Cash Pcon. Even¬ 
tually when it became clear that he was not going to get the 
Bin Collector’s allowance he had moved through the Union 
by raising the present dispute. It is not that he had not 
made any representations earlier but that Isc had been sub- 
duced to keep silent by false assurances of a better allow¬ 
ance being given to him and that too from the date from 
which Rahinj started getting the Cash Peon’s allowance. 


ffje mam question that arises for consideration hero is 
whether Mr. Kulkarni consented to Rahinj being appointed 
rts Cash Peon over him? It is not disputed that he was 
senior to Rahinj and his entitlement came first Ln prctcrence 
to Xabinj for the allowance post of a Cash Peon. The Bi- 
paitite Settlement of 1966 para 5.22 reads—^‘‘Whenever a 
bank requires a worker to work m post carrying a special 
allowance, it will normally be done in wntmg.’^ It would 
thus be seen that normally it was expected that the Bank 
would pass an order in writing when the occasion arose tor 
appointing a Cash Peon aa it carried an allowance. It would 
be lelevant to reter to para 5.291 of Desai Award which 
reads thus—“Whenever a Bank requires any employee to 
vvojk in a post carrying a special allowance, it should be 
done by an order in writing to avoid any future controversy. 
'I'he guidelines given by the two agreements arc in tne 
Bank’s interest as well as in the interest of the employee 
concerned. Any departure from such guidelines is not nor¬ 
mally expected nor could it be in the natural course ot 
things and iiniess there are cogent and convincing reasons 
as to Why an order in writing should be dispensed with—by 
cxaniination of the various circumstances of tht case—it 
WHS iJOfsible to infer the Bank was not justified in super¬ 
seding Kulkarni. Tbe learned representative of the Bank 
Iriid gicar stress on the word ’normal’ occurring In para 5.11 
ot the Bipartite Settlement of 1966. Even if the leained 
coimsers argument is iicccptcxl that it docs not mandatorilly 
enjoins the Bank to pass an order in writing the implica¬ 
tion of the word ‘normally’ would require that the excep¬ 
tional circumstances which necessitated the non-observance 
of Ihc direction must be shown. No such evidence has 
been led to explain why the Bank had not chosen to pass 
an order in writing. The occurrence of the word normally* 
in the said para of the agreement docs not clothe the authori¬ 
ties with power to ignore the statutory provisions whlcb 
would obviate capracioiisncss and appointments actuated by 
whims and fancies. It may be possible that when such 
appoinimcnts were for a short period as in a case when, the 
incumbents had gone on leave, it would be justifiable that 
an order had not been passed in writing. It may well bo a 
cascj3f a day or so for which appointment was made Nor- 
mallv in such cases also a written order had to be’ made 
but these vvere cases looking to the circumstance of tne 
case where it may be posaibje for the Bank to depart from

PM L ^ Dorma ly’ had the elTcct of rendering the 

h wholly discrctionery as would provide a 

powei to the Bank Manager to choose to ignore 
the clauses of the settlement. 


Ihc Management contends that Kulkarni had spccilicaUv 

charge of a Cash 

Pcon can les an allowance and it is some what' dillicult 
o ^ see why Kulkarni refused Avhen he stood to gain bv 
aci^pting it. Moi^vor, he w^as senior most and he would 
It The Manapmenf had adduced the evidence 
' t Dartutiuy Ram Chander Pandit who was the Branch 
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Manager at that lime. According to Pam Jit, Kulkarni rcfnt.- 
cd to work as Caish Peon, and therefore, the next senior 
man Ashok Ralimj was given this post. It is surprising that 
Kulkarni was never given this post even in an tdliciating 
capacity when the incumbent JL^hkari went on leave. If 
is Rahinj who was given the officiating chance. The two 
witnesses, Lashkari and Rahinj ido not inspire any confidence 
and their statoment^, that Kulkarni had refase^ in their 
presence, are not reliable. Accoiding to Lashkati, Kulkarni 
had not specifically icfuscd but he had agreed that Ashok 
Rahinj be entrusted the Cash Peon's job. Rahinj who is 
certftinly interested asserts that Kulkarni had refused to 
W'ork ns Cash Peon^ If Kulkarni had refused to work as 
Cash Peon this fact would be found in the appli¬ 
cation made by Rahinj when he had appliotl that 
he bo continued as Ca^h Peon. Jn fact', the fact that Kulkarni 
had refused is not supported by any attending circumstances 
in the case except that the dispute raised by Kulkarni was 
after 14 months, but this has been satisfactorily explained. 
He has stated that he had been making representation and 
every time he had been silenced by giving assurances that he 
would be Offered the Bill Collector’s post which carried a 
better allowance. This clearly goes to show that the Manage¬ 
ment wanted to give the post of the Cash Peon I'o Rahinj 
and Kulkarni wa.v given n hope thal he will be given the Bill 
Collector’s post. In such circumstances, it cannot be said 
that Kullcarni had expressly or impliedly agreed that Rahinj 
be given the Gish Peon’s post. 1 am inclined to believe the 
version of Kiilkaini when he stated that ho was never offered 
the post of ()ash Peon and the same was given to Rahinj 
superseding him. The Management hajJ also produced Ex. 
N-10 to indicate that an applicaVion had been made by 
Kulkani for the Bill Collector’s po^t. it had been routed 
to iho Head Office and it was rejecteJ, The endorsement of 
the Head Office so.;nis to have been obtained subsequently. 
This letter cannot be implicitly relied upon as it i^ not index¬ 
ed and does not contain the inward and outward seals and 
mimbers. vSuch endorsement could always be obtained with 
little difficulty by the Management to sul>stantialc their stand.

should have made proper ;jjljustmcnt by offering the post of 
Cush Peon to Kulkainl. The factual malice alleged by 
Kulkarni may not be believed, but Management has failed 
to satisfy as to whv Rahinj had been appointed over fhc 
claims of Kulkani. f have alreajy held that t!ie case that 
he had refused cannot be believed. The action in supersed¬ 
ing his was not bona fide Earlier T had also pointed out that 
there had been no order in writing when Rahinj was appoint-^ 
ed. The circumstances, therefore, go to show that the i 
Manager, tor reason,s best known to him, had favoured 
Rahinj and superseding Kulkami’s claim, appointed him the 
Cash Peon. Tnere arc no convicing reasons why an order 
in writing wus not made by him and why reasons indical-

3. On behalf of the management if is admitted that as 
per categorisation of pump kh alas is by the Coal Wlage? Boaro 
recommendation, pump khalasi operating pump up to 35 
H.P have been put in Category JI while those operating 
above 35 H.P. arc in Category ITT. It is also admitted that 
in both the cases, however, if they arc operating more than 
one pump at a lime they arc entitled to get one category 
higher. If is, however, stated that none of these concerned 
workmen arc operating more than one pump at a time and 
hence they are not entitled to get wages of one cafegory 
higher. It however, submitted lhaf during conciliation 
stage an endeavour was made to show that the concerned 
workmen operate 2 pumps of dillerenf horse powers and 
therefore they arc entitled to wages of one category higher. 
The mnr.agcnient has thus denied that the concerned work¬ 
men are operating more than one pump at a time and hence 
It is submitted that they art? not entitled to any relief. It 
is also stated by them that it is possible that a pump khalasi 
may be asked to operate 2 pumps but it is at different 
lime and not at the same time or simultaneously. 


4. The point for consideration is as to whether the action 
of the management in not ^ving one category higher to the 
workmen concerned is justified. If not to what relief tlK3 
workmen concerned are entitled and from what date.

2. The case of the w^orkmen concerned is that as per Coal 
Wage Board recommendation a pump khafasi who operates 
more than one pump at a time is entitled to get wages of one 
category higher and these workmen concerned though they arc 
operating more than one pump at a time in the colliery since 
the date mentioned in Annexure A of the written statement, 
they aie not being paid wage of one category higher. It is 
stated that by letter dated 8-4-79 the Manager, Satgrani Colli- 
Ciy informed the Sr, Pct'sonel Officer for necessary action 
in the matter but the management refused to pay them 
wages of one category higher. The concerned workmen also 
filed a representation daNd 16-6-1974 raising demand before 
the management and the office of the Ma^^ager torwui'dcd 
their case to the higher authorities fur sympathetic consi¬ 
deration, but the management has illegally turned down their 
request. It is, therefore, prayed that as per Coal Wage Board 
recommcndaiioii ihe workmen should be paid wages of one 


5. It is admitted on behalf of the management that as 
per Coal Wage Board recommendation if a pump khalasi 
operates more than one pump at a time, he is entitled to 
get wages of one category higf?er. This is also apparent 
from the categorisation made by the Coal Wage Board 
recommendation which has been implemented by the Coal 
Industry. Appendix V, Vol, 2, page 44, SI. No. 7 of the 
Coal Wiago Board recommendation would show that a pump 
khalasi operating pump upto 35 H.P. on the surface arc in 
Category II w^hile pump khalasis operating pump of 35 H.P. 
and above are ip Category ITT. All the concerned work¬ 
men, however, are in Category TIL The recommendation 
also shows that in case they operate 2 or more pumps they 
will get a higher category. 


6. The only point to be seen, therefore, is as to whether 
the workmen concerned are operating more than one pump 
at a time. The workmen have examined 2 witnesses WW-1 
and WW-2 and both of them have stated that they are 
operating more than one pump simultaneously. They have 
tried to prove this fact from tho documents of the manage¬ 
ment themselves. Ext. W-1 is a list of pump khalasis of 
New Satgram Colliery. From this list it appears that the 
management prepared list of such khalasis with tbeir cate¬ 
gory and basic pay. Thereafter the Manager by an endotse- 
ment on the first page of this list directed the Engineer to 
furnish tire capacities of pump against each name and if 
anybody operates 2 or more pumps at a time then that 
should be mentioned. This endorsement of the Manager 
on page I of Ext, W-1 is dated 16-2-79. The Engineer 
1 hereafter in the remarks column noted ibd horse power of 
the pump as also the number of pumps operated by each 
kljalasi against their names. This endorsement in the 
remark column has been made in green ink while the original 
list in black ink. This list was forwarded by the Manager 
tiy his letter dated 8-4-79 (Ext. W-2) and in this letter it Is 
written that us desired by the Sr. Personnel Ofilcer the final 
list of pump khalasis showing the present basic, category and 
number of pumps with capacity for his perusal and doing 
the needful. It has been urged on bcbalf of the manage¬ 
ment that this list does not show that the concerned work¬ 
men operated 2 pumps at a time, but this contention does not 
appear to be correct. The endorsement in tbc remark 
column on Ext. W-1 in green ink was made by the Engineer 
on the query of the Manager that if anybody operated 2 or 
more pumps at a times that should bo mentioned and 
accordingly such a mention was made by the Engineer, 
ihv said Engineering who is now working as Manager has 
cen examined as MW-1. In para 7 of his cross-examina¬ 
tion he has stated that the concerned workmen had made 
certain representation on the ground that they operate more 
tl.-an one pnmp and he was asked to submit T report to 
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the Management and accordingly he submitted his report 
with his signature which is Ext. W-1 and this report was 
forwaided to the Sr. Personnel Officer under Ext, AV-2. He 
has shown his ignorance as to whether the management had 
flcrecd to pay one category higher but subsequently backed 
out. It h admitted by him in para No. 92 pumps in this 
colliery can be operated simultaneously by the same opera¬ 
tor but w’e get this work done by higoer category operator 
But ffie fact that this work is done by higher category 
operator has not been mentioned in the written statement. 
Rather ip the written statement of the manai’emenl it is 
stated that the persons who aic shown in Category TV 
are in that category since before nationalisation. 

7 The management’s witnesses ha\o died to state that 
2 pumps cannot bo operated simultaneously and for that 
they l?ave filed a plan Ext, But this contention of the 

management is not at all tenable in view of the admission 
of M\V-1 that 2 pumps in this colliery can be operated 
simultaneously by the same operator. 

1?. The management, however, has filed Ext. M-2 which 
is a note of the Sr. Personnel Officer which he ga^o after 
diseussiEm on receipt on Ext W-1 and in this note he stated 
that under Coal Wage Board recommendation the pump 
khiilasis would be entitled to one category higher if they 
are simultaneously operating more than one pump. But 
this benefit is not admissible to tbc pump khalasis who arc 
operating more than one pump but not simultaneously. He 
further noted that the Personnel Manager, Satgram Area 
may kindly see the above clarification and if he is satisfied 
v/ith the above the Welfare Offlcer/lVFanagcr/Engineer may 
kindly be advised accordingly. There is no paper to show 
that any clarification was taken later on or not. It is the 
definite case of the concerned workmen that they are operat¬ 
ing more than one pumn simultaneously and they demanded 
onr categorv highei earlier imtl even by siibscquonf lepresen- 
tation fried by them dated 16-6'79 maiked Ext. W-3. 

9 The fact that the concerned workmen who were operat¬ 
ing 2 pumps at a time is also proved from Ext. W-1 which 
is the document of the management thcrpsolvcs and on 
which MW‘l has put his endorsement in green ink as per 
enauiry made by him under the order of the Manager vide 
endorsement Ext. M-I. It is now too late for the manage¬ 
ment to say that these workmen operated 2 pumps but not 
at a time or simultaneously. The case of the concerned 
workmen is proved from the documents of the manage¬ 
ment themselves and any further lacuna fitted by the manage¬ 
ment later on cannot improve their case. 

10, Tlie workmen have also filed Ext. W-4 which purports 
to he aw office order dated 11-6-79 and it Is stated that this 
order was typed and signed by the Agent but it was subse¬ 
quently withheld. The rrianagement however, has challen¬ 
ged tl?c genuineness of this document and hence he reliance 
can be placed on it, 

IT Considering the entire evidence^ on record, I hold 
that as the concerned workmen are "onerating 2 pumps at 
3 time they are entitled to get one category higher 

12, The question, however, is as to from which date the 
concerned workmen are entitled to the said category. In 
the terms "tof Reference no date has been mentioned. The 
workmen WW-1 and WW-2 have not slated in their evi¬ 
dence os to from which date the concerned workmen are 
operating 2 pumns slmultaneouslv. For the first time the 
demand was made by them in the year 1979 and a letter 
dated 16*6-79 was written by them. In such circumstances. 
1 think, the ends of justice would bo met if tl?e concerned 
workmen are naJd wages of one category hieher with effect 
from 16-6-1979 and are pleased in the said higher category. 

11, It was however urged on behalf of the management 
that as the mine has dried up, a few number o? pumps are 
required for pumping out water Naturally when the con¬ 
cerned workmen will not be required to operate on more 
than 2 pumps simultaneous they will be entitled to the 
wages of the category in which they are. 

14. To sum up, T hold that the action of the management 
fn not giving one category higher to the workmen concer¬ 
ned is unjustified and the worknwn urc entitled to get

2. During the relevant period the Tcclmiciana at Bhopal 
whose names have been referred to above, were assigned 
7 hours of duty when they were required to work m the 
night shift. The working hours of the Technicians and the 
other workmen in P&T Department in the Madhya Pradesh 
Region arc laid down in Standard and Duties for Posts and 
Tetegraphs (Overtime Rulings). Tn all regions of Madhya 
Pradesh, except Bhopal, the night hourly duty was fixed at 
6 Hours. While the duty for the day shift was for 8 hours, 
the duty hours for eyening shift were 7 hours. The night 
duty, day duty and the evening duty arc all terms well 
understood and defined and there is no dispute regarding 
lbe*o facts. The short question involved is whether the 
I cchnicians working in Bhopal Region could be asked to 
do seven hours' overtime duty while discharging night dutv 
and not paid overtime for the 7th hours, they had worked ? 

1. In this case despite several adjournments and oppor¬ 
tunities having been given to the parties, the Post and Two- 
graph Department has not entered appearance. They have 
not filed any statement nor led any evidence. The workmen, 
however, led evidence. T have gone through the evidence 
and the official publications regarding duty boors and find 
that the ordinary hours of duty In respect of the Telegraph 
Traffic Staff is as under :— 

(A) 8 hours constitute the duration of duties which 

is called *day duty’. The duty hours commence at 

or after 05.00 hours and cease before 21.00 boors. 

(B) 7 hours constitute the duration of duties which 

is generally termed as ‘evening duty* (We are not 
conenmed here with the evening duty). 

<C) 6 hours constitute the duration of duties called 

‘night duty’ which commences at or after 19.00 
hours and ends before 05.00 hoiTrs. 

If a workman is required to do extra duly, he become 
cntfilcd to overtime. The payment of overtime for extra 
duty in the night was higher than the day time overtime for 
the name period. 

4 The evidence led before me by the Union will show 
that the 24 Technicians working in Bhopal Region were 
askrd to do 7 hours of duly in the night shift. These work¬ 
men made representation to the Divisional Engineer, Tele¬ 
graphs, Bbopd that they could only be asked to do six 
hours* duty in the night shitt and became entitled to over¬ 
time for any extra hour of work they were asked to do in 
the night. The Divisional Engineer was, however, of the 
opinion that 7 hours’ duty was properly assigned to the 
night*shift workmen. He was merely relying on the practice 
that was being followed in the Bhopal Region. Tie rep- 
sentation made by the 24 Technicians was, therefore, rejec¬ 
ted. The workmen naturally, therefore, raised a dispute 
through ihcir Union, From 25-9-1981 even in Bhopal 
Region the duty hours of night-shift Technicians have been 
1 educed from 7 hours to 6 hours. The duty hours of the 
Technicians working in Bhopal Region have become at part 
with the working hours in other regions of Madhya Pradesh. 
This change brought about by the department wonld go to 
establish the contentions raised by the Union that the 
duty hours of Technicians in Bhopal Region could not be 
more than six hours as was in the case of Technicians 
similarly situated in other region of the State. 

5 Nothing has been brought before me why originally 
7 hours* ^ty was asked to be discharged by the Technicians 
m the ‘night shift* when the Technician? in all other region^: 
of Madhya Pradesh were asked to do merely six hours’ 
duty in the night. There fs nothing to show that any extra 
facility enjoyed by the Technicians of Bhopal Region 
w](‘h wflT not enjoyed by the workmen in the other regions. 
T m therefore, unable to say why Bhopal Region could 
he taken as an exceptional case where the Technicians 
were reqmrcd to do 7 hours’ of night duty instead of six.

6. Now, there is no dispute that the 24 Technicians at 
Bhopal had done 7 houis of duty while in the night shifts. 
In my opinion, they would be entitled to overtime for one 
hour. The duty discharged for 7 hours was under the orders 
of the Divisional Engineer, Telegraphs and it could not be 
said that tbc extra hour of duty discharged by the above 
technicians was voluntary and self-imposedi They are thus 
clearly entitled to over-time. I would, therefore, hold that 
it w'as possible for the Divisional Engineer, T,4epraphs to 
ask tbc Technicians to work for 7 hours while discharging 
night duty but the workmen would he entitled to overtime 
for tbc duty discharged by them for any period more than 
six houis. The Department would thus c^culate the over¬ 
time dut>^ in the manner suggested above and would pay 
thexii ul the prescribed rates under the service conditions, 
and under the circulars issued by them from time to time. 
^Sincc the Management has not entered appearance, there 
shall be no order as to costs. The Award is made accord¬ 
ingly in the terms stated above.
